v*  ATHT  Rt      The  prolonged  drought  was   slightly  dampened  by  a   one  inch 
snow  storm  on  hew  vears  T'.ve  and  again,    on  January  17,  "by  two  inches 
of  snow;    however  the  moisture  content  of  the   snow  in  both  storms   vas 
only  a  trace  and  we  are   still  far  belo'   normal. 

TRAV  Li        .-    61     increase  in  travel   appears   over   last  Month's  count 
and  an  increase  of  over   60  Of.  over  the   same  period  last  year,   makes 
up  for  the  two  slow  months   of  November  and  December.   Our  very  dry 
weather  is   believed  to  be   responsible  for  these  increases.  A  total   of 
427  visitors    entered  the   monument  in  136  oars. 

I'.Tl  RPRTTITT    ff  RVTCT  St      Out  of  427  visitors   only   38  were  contacted  and 
the   total   contavt  time  amounted  to  6  hours  and  50  Minutes.    In  anearnest 
attempt  to  cut  down  our   <  qui  ^rnent  operations  we   have  neC'  ssarily  neglec* 
ted  the   contact  work;    however  we  will  attempt  to   solve  this   problem  by 
>arking  our  dump  truck  on  the  .job  and   combining  the  use  on  the  one 
pickup  for    .feint enanceman  Winbourn's   transportation  and  Ranger  V/orthing- 
ton's  patrols. 

ROADS;      Mo  work  has  b«en  done  this  month  due  to  the  slowness  in  delivery 
of  tires  for  the  grader  and  loader,

450   gallons  per  hour,   because  it    "«s  necessary  to  install  a   smaller  Jet 
than  was   originally   planned,   but   since  the  tanks   haye  been  full  the  oun  i 
runs  less   than  an  hoi  r  a   day.    It  is   certainly  a   relief  to  know  that   our 
tanks  ar     full  and  will   stay  full  with  a  minimum  ofpOVQr   plant  operation.

The  weather  during  most  of  the  nonth  continued  to  be  very 
dry  and  there  ia  considerable  apprehension  over  water  supplies 
through  out  raost  of  the  state*  This  is  the  second  winter  with  very 
little  snowfall  and  some  wells  are  already  going  cry.  There  were 
two  light  shows  on  the  1st  and  12Wi  that  had  .24  inches  of  :ooisture. 

Temperatures  were  generally  cold  the  first  part  of  the 
K»it  with  a  low  of  3  de      ^elow  aero  on  the  5tn  and  7th  but  it 
warmed  up  to  6A  degrees  on  the  25th • 

Special  Activities 

The  Superintendent  and  Ranger  Keefe  attended  a  number  of 
meetings  at  Los  Alanoe  and  Santa  Fe  in  connection  with  the  organise  - 
tion  of  Civilian  Defense  for  this  region.   I  mutual  aid  pact  has 
been  for  ied  which  includes  the  defense  organ! sat ions  of  Tos  Alanos, 
Jspanola,  taos,  uanta  ?e,  Las  Vegas,  Albuquerque,  and  the  national 
Park  Service,  Indian  oervice,  and  forest  -ervice.  The  Bandelier 
orgainsation  la  being  set  up  to  work  elosely  with  the  one  at  los 

in-oerviee  training  meetings  were  started  this  sonth  and 
will  be  held  once  a  week  until  the  raiddle  of  March.  Following  the 
practice  started  last  year  each  ewrployee  will  t?     *t  in  one 
pnogreau  oom  of  the  regional  office  personnel  have  also  been 
requested  to  aid  in  the  tra>     ?tee ting*. 


SPEFENSE 


A  staff  neeting  was  held  for  all  employees  >n  the  8th  and 
safety  nesting  on  the  loth. 
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Approximately  three  and  one  half  tons  of  scrap  metal  were 
disposed  of  and  the  wood  yard  can  now  be  placed  in  a  more  orderly 

condition. 

A  Red  Cross  First  'Ad   course  was  started  for  all  employees 
and  their  wives  under  Mr,  Bamworth  of  the  Los  Alamos  fire  department4 
Both  the  standard  and  advance  courses  will  be  riven. 

Maintenance 

Two  connecting  rods  burned  out  on  the  Jhevrolet  sedan  and 
it  wa3  necessary  to  overhaul  it.  all  of  the  work  was  done  locally 
except  replacing  and  grinding  the  valve  . 

til  of  the  signs  in  the  headquarters  area  were  oiled  to 
freshen  them  up. 

A  second  ladder  was  constructed  for  use  on  the  Ueraaonial 
Cave  Trail  to  replace  one  that,  was  becoming  dangerous, 

Eight  new  benches  for  the  picnic  taolos  were  hewn  out  of 
logs  and  will  be  installed  next  month. 

Approach  .toad 

Although  the  approach  road  continued  to  be  very  dry  and 
dusty  it  was  graded  once  during  the  month  by  the  otate  maintenance 
crew  and  it  is  in  fair  condition. 

The  Operator  General  graded  the  shoulders  along  the  pavi 
leading  into  Frijoles  Canyon. 

The  Atonic  nergy  Commission  has  made  final  plans  to  paw 
the  road  front  t  e  Los  ^laoos  west  gate,  past  our  checking  station,  to 
site  TA  33.  ihis  will  contribute  approximately  one  and  one  half  more 
miles  of  paving  to  t  e  approach  road. 

Plans  are  being  developed  to  place  an  oil  dust  coat  on 
the  unpaved  section  of  the  approach  road.  Two  trips  were  made  to 
the  Regional  Office  to  discuss  this  project  and  some  information 
has  been  gathered  on  cost  of  gravel  etc. 

Interpretive  Service 

394  visitors  were  conducted  on  51  tours  of  the  ruins 
this  month.

General!     The  heavy  winder  travel  began  as  scheduled* 
Although  »ve  I       i  received  eleven  more  visitors  for  January  than 
we  did  for  the  sane  month  a  year  ago,  it  was  so  close  that  it  was 
almost  splitting  hairs*     A  better  picture  of  the  inorease  in 
travel  can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  travel  figures  of  this  month 
with  December;  5,212  as  compared  to  3,400.     Our  biggest  problem 
is  the  anticipation  of  visitors*  demands  for  the  publications 
which  we  handle  for  Southwestern  Monuments  Associations  *s  yet 
we  have  not  been  able  to  establish  a  trend,  even  some  of  the 
normally  poor  sellers  have  gone  like  the  proverbial  "hot  cake". 

Irregardless  of  recent  storms,  our  travel  and  the  drouth 
situation  continues  without  relief.  Two  critical  water  areas  have 
been  designated  to  curtail  the  drilling  of  more  v.«lls;  one  area  is 
south  of  the  monument  near  Eloy,  and  the  other  is  north  of  here  in 
the  Queen  Creek-Superstition  area.  Available  water  in  storare  is 
only  sufficient  for  about  one-tenth  to  one  eighth  of  the  land  that 
is  under  irrigation}  the  remainder  must  oome  from  underground  water 
sources. 

On  the  pleasant  side  of  the  ledger,  the  eleotrio  power 
from  Davis  Dam  will  soon  be  coming   over  the   lines  to  Coolidge,  via 
Prescott  and  lies*.     The  substation  which  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
built  just   out  of  Coolidge  cost  some  4.5  million  dollars  will  befin 
full  time   operation  about  the  1st   of  February. 

At  2t55  p.m.  on  December  29th,  a  five  year   old  child, 
Robert  D,  Lloyd,  was  accidentally,  but  fatally  shot  while  takirg 
a  tour  through  the  "ruins".    The  shooting  was  done  by  two  local 
youths  who  were  target  shooting  along  the  canal  beyond  the  monument 
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area*     Prompt  medical  attention  was  insufficient  to  save  the  childs* 
15  fe  as  the  bullet  penetrated  the  brain  through  the  right  temple | 
the  child  died  in  the  Pinal  County  hospital  in  Florence  about  three 
hours  after  the  shooting*     For  more  comprehensive  details  we  refer 
to  the  narrative  report  and  form  10-403  which  were  submitted  after  the 
aocident . 

On  the  14th  of  January,  we  were  host  to  the  Mesa  Annual 
Cavelcade,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  fcaesa  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce* 
lore  than  three  hundred  people  same  as  part   of  the  tour*     The  group 
was  divided  into  two  groups,  part   of  the  cavelcade  was  visiting 
"Picture  Rock"  canyon  while  the  other  half  was  visiting  the  monument. 
The  picnic,  free  coffee  actually,  was  given  to  the  cavelcade  at 
"Picture  Rock"  canyon  rather  than  tie  up  our  pionic  area  for  Sunday 
visitors* 

.Veathert     v«e  have  been  subject  to  a  variety  of  weather 
conditions  during  the  past  month*     It  did  most  everything  except 
snow  (although  five  miles  north  of  the  monument  there  was  about 
six  inches   of  snow  on  the  flats  and  they  had  a  snow  plcw  out  clearing 
the  highway*)     Vto  had  our  first  good  storm  on  January  12  since 
September,   .82  inch  of  rain*

V.eather.  TVo  good  snows  early  this  month  somewhat 
alleviated  the  dry  coudition  that  has  been  with  us.  Five  inches 
fell  on  the  1st  end  another  inch  and  a  half  on  the  11th  and  tot- 
alled ,76  inches  of  precipitation.  Average  maximum  temperatures 
for  the  month  were  in  the  hi^n  forties  and  minimum  temperatures 
freezing  or  below. 

Visitors.  Ranger  and  Mrs.  Francis  Elmore  of  Choco 
Canyon  visited  on  the  18th* 

Inspections.  Les  Amber ger,  SVNM,  spent  a  half  day 
on  the  25th  discussing  museum  and  Interpretive  problems  with  the 
Superintendent • 

Approach  Roads.  Both  approach  roads  into  the  area 
received  some  maintenance  improvements  this  month.  The  Torrance 
County  maintainor  spent  5  days  grading  and  filling  on  Highway  10 
from  -.ountainair,  and  Socorro  County  reportedly  bladed  most  of  the 
road  from  Carrizozo  to  Cl8unch.  This  work  followed  the  heavy  snows 
which  halted  all  travel  for  a  three  day  period. 

Personnel.  Janitor  Lois  Kite  and  laborer  Doyle  Chaney 
obtained  social  Security  cards  during  the  month. 

The  Superintendent  took  four  days  annual  leave  over 
the  holidays. 

Maintenance  and  Rehabilitation.  fifteen  pickup  loads 
of  fill  were  removed  from  the  cat tie guard  at  the  monument's  entrance 
and  used  to  widen  portions  of  the  entrance  road.  The  State  Highway 
grader  accommodated  us  by  blading  our  3/4  mile  of  road  and  pullin ; 
the  drainage  ditches. 

Work  continued  on  the  utilities  project  this  month 
and  the  job  is  now  about  95%  completed.  The  electric  motor,  magnetic 
starter,  meter,  switches,  and  viring  were  installed,  and  materiel 
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to complete  the  work  was  ordered. 

Three  loads  of  water  wore  hauled  this  month,   both 
vehicles  serviced,  fire  and  work  tools  sharpened,  and  other  routine 
maintenance  performed. 

Public  Health.     Bacteriological  reports  on  both  water 
cisterns  were  reported  negative  by  the  State  rublic  Health  Laboratory. 

Travel .     Travel  increased  4$  over  last  year  with  102 
persons  visiting  the  monument.     The  Chamber  of  Converse  in  Mountainalr 
reports  a  slight  increase  in  this  year's  winter  tourist  trawl  and 
predicts  heavy  summer  visitation  during  1951. 

Interpretive  Services.     About  two  thirds  of  the  mon- 
ument's visitors  used  the  self  guiding  pamphlet  this  month,   as  the 
Superintendent  Mas  ebsent  from  the  area  for  about  ten  days.     Conducted 
tours  were   given  to  11  parties  of  32  persons  for  an  average  of  44 
minutes  per  party.

Subject:     Superintendent's  Narrative  Report  for  January,   1951 
weather  Conditions 

winter  almost  refuses  to  come  to   the  San  Luis  Valley  and 
January  weather  has  "been  mild  and  delightful  for  this  time  of  year. 
Outside  work  has  been  feasible  almost  any  day  as  the  maximum  tempera- 
ture recorded  was  53  on  January  23.     The  lowest  minimum  temperature 
was  1  above  zero  on  January  7  and  14  and  the  highest  was  28  on  January 
19  and  24. 

Unfortunately,   such  mild  weather  is  concomitant  with  little 
or  no  precipitation.     We  had  0.25  inches  of  moisture  in  the  form  of 
3.4  inches  of  snow  which  has  long  since  melted  or  evaporated.     *11 
the  business  men  in  the  valley  are  quite  concerned  and  a  Pasadena, 
California  snow  making  corporation  headed  by  Dr.   Irving  P.  Krick  has 
been  contracted  by  the  commissioners  of  Alanosa,   Conejos,   Costilla, 
Rio  Grande,   and  Saguache  Counties. 

Special    activities 

An  unofficial  trip  was  made  to   Santa  7e  on  January  23  to  get 
advice  on  administrative  problems  and  completion  of  the  rehabilitation 
program.     That  one  day  in  the  Region  Three  Office  will  save  me  much 
time  later. 

The  Alamosa  Klwanis  Club  has  appointed  me  m  chairman  of  their 
Agriculture  and  Conservation  Committee  for  1951. 

Rehabilitation 

The  concrete  cinder  blocks  for  the  patio  wall  have  been  purchased 
and  brought  to  the  monument.      The  old  wall  has  been  razed  and  the  tool 
shed  will  be  moved  this  next  month  so  that  work  can  be  started  on  the  wall 
proper  as  soon  as  freezing  weather  ig  over.

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The  kitchen  walls  were  given  two  coats  of  enamel  during  the 
month.  The  woodwork  will  not  he  reflnished  until  new  cupboard  doors 
are  received  to  replace  the  badly  warped  ones.  These  will  be  received 
in  February.  The  Region  Three  Office  is  now  placing  an  order  for  asphalt 
tile  for  the  floors  which  will  save  us  a  third  over  all  the  local 
quotations  for  the  sane  tile. 

The  bathroom  lavatory,  which  had  been  cracked  for  some  time, 
was  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

The  storm  sash  has  been  partly  installed.  Some  of  it  has  not 
yet  been  received  but  notice  was  received  yesterday  that  it  is  now 
available  in  Alamosa,  The  installation  of  the  sash  has  been  difficult 
and  slow  due  to  the  irregularity  and  odd  site  of  the  casements. 

i.alntenanpe 

Maintenance  again  consisted  mostly  of  the  routine  jobs.  The 
ignition  systems  of  the  light  plants  were  again  adjusted  and  new  points 
installed.  Thus  far  this  fiscal  year,  only  one  plant  has  been  taken 
to  Heide  Motor  for  work  and  that  job  consisted  only  of  the  installation 
of  a  new  timing  gear. 

Almost  a  day  wa3  spent  in  a  futile  effort  to  open  up  the  drain 
on  the  laundry  tubs  in  the  service  porch.  These  have  not  worked  since 
my  arrival  and  I  doubt  if  they  ever  were  in  service. 

I nteroretive  Service 

Slide  talks  on  "Desert  Reptiles*'  were  given  to  the  Alamosa 
Rotary  Club  on  January  5  and  Alamosa  Lions  Club  on  January  17. 

Kesearch  and  Observation 

The  plant  observation  section  of  the  fact  file  was  set  up 
during  the  month  although  much  work  remains  to  be  done. 

The  January  observation  that  deer  have  not  yet  come  down  from 
the  high  country  bears  repeating.  One  of  my  days  off  was  spent  on 
upper  Medano  Creek  above  the  monument  with  a  party  of  would-be  lion 
hunters  and  at  that  time  several  deer  and  a  great  deal  of  sign  were 
seen  on  the  exposed  mountainsides  at  10000  feet  altitude  and  higher. 
Almost  no  evidence  of  deer  is  found  down  in  the  monument. 

The  few  weather  records  which  have  been  returned  from  the 
Weather  Bureau  since  we  began  observations  in  September  indicate  that 
the  range  of  temperature  Lsre  is  much  less  than  out  in  the  valley.  The 
average  minimum  temperature  for  October  was  exactly  10  degrees  higher 
at  the  Great  Sand  Dunes  (37.2)  than  it  was  at  the  Alamosa  Airport  although 
our  average  maximum  (66.7)  was  3  degrees  lower.

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Decrease  In  Travel 

The  decrease  in  visitation  continued  in  spite  of  the  mild 
weather.     The  207  visitors  this  year  (359  last  January)   gives  us  2027 
for  the  travel  year.     One  of  these  visitors  was  a  hiker  who  stayed 
overnight  at  the  campground. 

&£&£££  Service 

The  gate  in  the  fence  "below  the  George  White  property  was 
left  open  sometime  last  week  and  the  horses  from  above  on  Medano  Creek 
came  down  into  the  monument.     I   chased  them  back  above  the  fence  with 
the  wife's  help  and  closed  both  that  gate  and  another  one  left  open 
at  the  same  time.     I  was  truly  thankful  to  have  my  little  pony  handy 
to  use  on  this  occasion. 

The  Director  has  granted  me  permission  to  accept  a  deputy 
game  warden's  commission  from  the  State  of  Colorado.     This  will  help 
me  take  care  of  enforcement  problems  locally.

Weather:  From  our  viewpoint  it  has  been  excellent  with  nana, 
sunny  days  and  crisp  bright  nights.  Day  temperatures  have  ranged  from 
the  mid  50' s  into  the  70fs.  flight  temperatures  generally  have  been  in 
the  high  2Q»s,  although  on  a  few  occasions  the  mcroury  dropped  to  10 

15  degjfe  s.  Theonly  precipitation  was  welcomed  in  by  the  New  Yeer, 
but  only  a  scant  .2  of  an  inch.  Fairly  heavy  snow  in  the  surrounding 
high  country  did  not  reach  the  Valley.   *.•  far  sa  ranchers  ere  con- 
cerned, increasingly  serious  drouth  oond'tions  prevail. 

Travel :  f  at:  er  oonditions,  undoubtedly  ooupled  with  ot 
factors,  have  helped  to  keep  a  steady  paoe  of  traffic  into  the  ar 

9  5t  fell  off  sorrewhat  from  last  month,  it  nevertheless  represents 
approximately  a  20  nor  cent  increase  over  this  same  period  last  year. 
Visitors  numbering  16'-8,  arriving  in  523  oars  visited  the  Monument. 
This  breaks  down  into  1353  visitors  and  403  oars  for  the  Castle j  and 
345  visitors  and  120  cars  for  the  Tell. 

Interprets ti on i     DttriA|  the  period,  276  persons  were  ruided 
on  92  to^rs  through  the  Castle;  an  average  of  3  persons  per  tour. 
Th^s  means,  of  course,  that  on  many  trips  only  one  or  two  visitors 
were  oonduoted. 

At  the  Castle,  1,300  persons  visited  the  nuseumj  500  who 
did  not  take  the  guided  trip  received  interpretive  talks j  and  1,000 
toured  the  Sycamore  Trail.  At  the  Well,  61  persons  visited  the  museum 
during  the  39  hours  it  was  open,  and  346  toured  the  Well  loop  Trail. 
Because  of  the  unattended  periods  at  the  Veil,  th^  latter  figures  may 
well  be  too  low. 

Henry  H.  Collins  Jr.   forwarded  to  us  for  comment  his  manu- 
script on  the  proposed  booklet,  "Birds  of  Montesuma  Castle."  We  re- 
garded it  as  a  hlrhly  oomrendable  job,  particularly  in  its  treatment 
of  the  Vontunent's  bird-life.

General 

Two  storms  during  the  month  brought  much  needed  precipitation 
to  this  area  in  general,  however,  because  of  extreme  dry  conditions, 
all  of  the  moisture  was  absorbed  by  the  parched  soil  and  principal 
streams  hare  not  begun  to  flow.  Thus,  for  the  second  month,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  haul  all  water  for  both  domestic  use  and  for 
stock  to  the  Pack  Base. 

A  group  of  Southeastern  Arizona  ranchers  headed  by  former  Am- 
bassador Lewis  Douglas  has  contracted  for  rain-making  operations  with 
the  Water  Resources  Development  Corporation  of  pasadena  Calif*  In 
the  first  two  storms  of  January  precipitation  recorded  in  cities  in 
the  target  area  was  double  that  of  stations  in  other  parts  of  the 
state.  This  is  an  encouraging  note  for  Saguaro  especially  in  the 
summer  rainy  season  when  so  many  moisture  laden  clouds  are  present 
but  do  not  always  deposit  their  moisture  on  the  ground,  we  hope  that 
the  rain-makers  can  "milk"  clouds  of  this  sort  to  increase  precipi- 
tation. 

Travel  to  the  Monument  has  been  brisk  throughout  the  month 
except  during  stormy  p»riods  and  another  all  time  travel  record  for 
Saguaro  National  Monument  was  established  for  January.

Temperatures0for  the  month  ranged  from  a  minimum  of  31    to 

a  maximum  of   74  . 

Special  Activities 

Lowell  Sumner,  Biologist  from  Region  4,  arrived  on  schedule 
and  has  been  engaged  in  a  study  of  wildlife  resources  of  saguaro 
National  Monument,  with  particular  emphasis  on  predators  and  their 
relation  to  other  wildlife  types. 


-  Saguaro  National  Monument  - 
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During  the  month,  h*   gave  four  excellent  lectures  on   service 
areas  illustrated  with  Kodaehrome  slides  before  civic  groups  in 
Tucson.  Those  lectures  were  very  well  received  as  was  indicated 

by  members  of  his  audiences  who  came  forward  at  the  conclusion  and 
were  profuse  in  expressing  their  appreciation. 

It  is  felt  in  this  office  that  Mr.  Sumner's  talks  have  cont- 
ributed greatly  to  a  better  understanding  of  service  policies  and 
will,  no  doubt,  help  to  promote  better  relatione  with  local  citizens 
particularly  in  the  field  of  wildlife. 

General  Superintendent  Davis  made  an  official  visit  to  the  area 
on  January  7.

Status  of  Private  Lands 

The  proposed  Segua.ro  land  exchange  suffered  a  set-back  during 
the  month  when  the  Arizona  Land  commission  mis-laid  the  list  of 
public  domain  lands  offered  for  exchange  by  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management,  ^tate  Land  Commissioner  Lane  was  cxtermely  sorry  about 
this  and  agreed  to  assign  one  man  of  his  department  to  i.iake  ten- 
tative appraisals  of  these  fedoral  lands,  A  pseudo-agreej-iont  should 
be  forthcoming  in  the  next  tv;o  or  three  monthsj. 

Maintenance 


All  major  maintenance  was  devoted  to  Monument  roads  in  January. 
Mnintenaneeman  Barney  has  been  building  up  the  tread  material  on  the 
Madrona  Ranger  Station  approach  while  laborer-leadman  stansberry 
spent  most  of  his  time  grading  the  Cactus  Forest  Looproad,  The  latter 
road  is  nov:  in  good  condition  and  the  high  moisture  content  of  the 
soil  plus  heavy  travel  should  aid  in  packing  itjlov-n. 

New  Construction 

The  Madrona  Ranger  Station  Bedroom  Addition  work  this  month  was 
devoted  almost  entirely  to  painting  and  clean-up.  As  of  this  date 
$2252.43  has  been  expended  leaving  a  balance  of  #147,57.

The  Broadway  approach  road  was  bladed  twice  in  the  pruoeding 
month.  At  thia  writing,  the  road  is  in  fair  condition,  ffca  two 
storms  have  sattlad  the  dust  on  thia  road  which  diminishes  the 
visitor  complaints. 

Construction  aaajsa  to  haTa  halted  on  the  "old  -paniah  Trail" 
approach  road,  Whether  tMs  is  a  permanent  work  stoppage  oannot  be 
determined  as  yet.  Much  const ruot ion  work  ia  suffering  by  a  short- 
a/re  of  materials  in  thia  emergency  period.  The  roadway  has  been 
brushed  out  through  to  the  west  boundary  of  tha  Lonuwent. 

Cooperating  Qovernisant  Agencies 

Biologist  Loweil  gunner  reports  that  the  university  of  Arizona 
has  been  very  cooperative  in  providing  him  with  laboratory  and  library 
facilitlos.  Several  University  biology  profeasors  have  become 
interested  in  fctr«  Sumner* •  study  and  have  accompanied  him  during 
"•eriods  of  his  investigation. 

Interpretive  services

During  the  month,  the  clutch  and  pilot  bearing  cf  the  Galum 
grader  burned  out  thus  slaking  it  impossible  to  take  tha  machine  to 
town  for  repairs.  Qualified  repair  shops  in  Tucaon  were  phlegmatic 
about  sending  a  mechanic  to  the  monument.  Laborer-leadman  rtansberry 
accomplished  this  work  at  a  great  saving  of  time  and  at  about  one- 
half  the  cost  of  a  repair  man.

New  labels  were  made,  using  the  Leroy  fettering  set,  for  all 
exhibits  in  the  arboretum.  All  labels  were  then  water-proofed.

Subject:  Superintendents  Monthly  Narrative  Report  for  January,  1951 
'  eather :  Temperatures  this  month  ranged  from  a  maximum  of 


76  degrees  on  January  24  to  a  minimum  of  20  degrees  on  January  2.  The 
precipitation  this  month  was  double  the  average  for  January  of  the 
last  thirteen  years,  being  1.50  inches.  This  consisted  of  both  rain 
and  snov/.   On  December  31,  1950  high  winds  blew  down  another  big  clump 
of  cactus  out  along  the  mission  trail. 

Credit  for  the  precipitation  is  being  claimed  by  the  Water 
Pesource  Development  Corporation,  a  private  organization  engaged  in 
"rain-miking"  here  in  southern  Arizona.  We  don't  lenow  who  to  thank, 
the  Corporation  or  "'other  Nature,  for  our  precipitation,  the  first  of 
any  consequence  since  last  August. 

The  totul  precipitation  for  1950  was  only  8.39  inches  as 
compared  with  12.99  inches,  the  average  for  t!  e  past  twelve  years. 

Visitor  Travel:   Travel  this  month  was  a  little  higher  than 
January-  travel  of  last  year  but  not  as  high  as  the  travel  for  January 
1948.   A  total  of  3,626  visitors  came  to  the  monument  this  month.  This 
compares  with  3,614  for  January  1950,  and  4,065  for  January  1948.  This 
is  the  first  month  since  last  June  that  has  not  broken  all  previous 
travel  records  for  the  respective  periods. 

Interpretive  Service:   Of  the  3,  626  visitors  to  the  area, 
1,632  went  on  the  262  guided  trips  that  went  through  the  mission  church 
and  grounds.  The  average  trip  took  35.53  minutes.   3,535  persons 
received  combined  Infomation  and  Interpretation  3ervice  and  3,510 
persons  saw  the  museum  and  patio  garden.

Cooperating  Agencies:  On  January  3  Bob,,  Blake ly  of  the  Arizona 
Highway  Sign  Shop  was  contacted  concemigt;  signs  needed  on   the  highway 
in  front  of  the  monument.  Today,  he  let  us  know  that  the  signs  are  bein  5 
made  and  we  should  have  them  in  two  or  three  weeks.  These  signs  will  be 
black  and  white,  with  six  inch  letters.  Two  saying  "Turaacacori  National 
:  onument  -  1  mile"  and  two  saying  "Tumacacori  National  Monument  -  1500  feet. 

Museum  and  Education:  Our  plans  for  the  Patio  Garden  "Nature 
Trail"  are  coming  rircht  along.  The  leaflet  has  been  written  and  sent 
in  to  the  Regional  Office  for  mimeographing.  The  stakes  are  about  ready, 
and  as  soon  as  we  get  the  mimeographed  sheets  we  will  install  the  stakes 
and  see  how  it  works. 

Maintenance:  Routine  maintenance  was  kept  current.  The  east 
gate  to  Patio  Garden  was  repaired  and  a  new  gate  for  the  east  Monument 
boundary  was  made.  More  Bondex  work  on  the  museum  was  done  including 
the  painting  of  the  roof  drains.  A  section  of  the  brick  walk  in  front 
of  the  museum  was  given  a  coat  of  Duocrex.  Several  of  the  bricks  in  the 
floor  of  the  museum  lobby  were  badly  worn  necessitating  a  floor  patching 
job.  Felt  stripping  has  been  placed  around  access  boards  above  ±kc  some 
museum  display  cases  to  stop  light  leaks.  The  large  Thunderbird  sign, 
on  the  highway  directly  in  front  of  the  museum,  was  removed.  The  few 
people  ?>ho  noticed  the  sign  would  stop  on  the  highway  to  read  it,  since 
there  was  no  turn-off,  and  this  was  a  bad  safety  feature.   A  new  sign 
has  been  drafted  to  incorporate  the  information  from  this  sign  and  the 
sign  in  front  of  the  museum  into  ane  large  sign  in  front  of  the  museum. 
The  windows  in  the  mission  were  cleaned  and  there  was  a  general  clean-up 
of  the  mission  grounds. 

A  good  part  of  the  maintenance  work  this  month  was  on  behalf 
of  the  plants  on  the  monument,  both  in  the  patio  garden  and  in  the  rest 
of  the  monunent  area.   Irrigation  basins  around  most  of  the  trees  on 
the  monument  were  enlarged  and  compost  was  added.  A  tree  (Prunus  car- 
oliniona)  was  purchased  and  planted  just  west  of  the  Ranger's  residence, 
in  place  of  the  dead  Chinaberry  tree.  The  Superintandent  and  HST.P 
spent  a  good  day  working  in  the  patio  garden  pruning  and  fixing  up  the 
garden. 

Xccidenta:  On  December  26,  Orozco  got  a  fleck  of  paint  in 
his  eye  and  was  taken  to  the  Doctor  in  Nogales  to  have  it  removed. 
Ha  was  back  at  work  the  next  morning.

Accompanying  the  story  was  a  very  good  picture  of  the  ruins  taken 
by  the  author.

The  Casa  Grande  ruins  are  among  the  most  interesting 
in  Arizona—  and  remain  in  a  fair  state  of  preser-

Mr.  Art    .erito  was  hired  as  a  truck  driver  and  will  continue  work  on 
roads  and  trails,  signs,  *.to. 

Approach  roads 

The  state  Highway  Jjepartment  started  working  the  north  eppreuch 
from  the  Blanco  trading  peart  and  are  putting  it  in  excellent  condition. 
No  wertr  has  been  done  on  the  south  npproeeh  between  Seven  Lakes  and  the 
kenument.     It  is  rough  but  paisable.

The  following  is  the  report  for  the  Mobile  Unit 
activities  here  in  Chaco  Canyon  National  Monument  for  the 
month  of   February,    1951. 

GENERAL 


Archeologist  Vivian  is  in  the  basement  archives  of 
the  Anthropological  building  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico 
trying  to  locate  additional  information  concerning;  the 
Universities  exca.vations  here  in  the  Monument.   He  olans  to 
join  us  here  at  Mobile  headquarters  some  time  during  the  later 
part  of  the  week. 

Snow,  sleet,  rain,  and  plenty  of  windy  days  have  made 
this  month  a  hectic  one.   There  were  just  enough  summer  like 
days  to  thin  one's  blood  to  the  point  that  the  nights  felt  as  if 
that  ore  strand  fence  between  here  and  Alaska  had  completely 
collapsed.   The  common  greeting  around  here  is  either  a  "katchoo" 
or  an  elongated  "schnort". 

Most  of  the  work  has  been  in  the  confines  of  the 
Mobile  unit's  laboratory,  however,  a  few  days  of  fairness  came 
along  and  made  possible  the  completion  of  the  photof ranhic 
"afters"  of  Bc-59. 

Mne  restored  and  cataloged  vessels  have  been  added 
to  the  study  collection,  and  nearly  as  many  more  have  been 
repaired.   Several  new  types  are  now  represented  in  the  study, 
have  hopes  of  adding  a  few  more  odd  and  interesting  vessels 
if  there  are  enough  fragments  available. 

The  unexpected  call  of  Ranger  Elmore  to  the  Regional 
office  at  Santa  Pe,  has  deprived  us  of  our  W.A.E.  clerk  ^ere 
at  Mobile  Neadquarters .   Mrs*  Elmore,  Tony,  accompanied  him  to 
his  new  assignment.   They  tell  us  to  cheer  up,  however,  as  he 
will  be  there  for  only  a  short  time.

Leather .  The  weather  has  been  hard  to  get  along  with 
this  mouth.  Snow,  hail,  rain,  high  winds,  and  balmy  sunny  days  were 
received.  Seven  inches  of  snow  fell  on  the  51st  totalling  .52  of  an 
inch  of  moisture  with  the  minimum  temperature  that  night  falling 
to  fourteen  below  zero.  A  maximum  temperature  of  68  degrees  was 
reached  on  the  10th.  ftind  prevailed  almost  all  month  with  six 
days  recorded  in  the  "high  wind"  category;  rain  and  sleet  totalling 
.10  of  an  inch  was  received  on  the  24th. 

Cooperating  Governmental  Agencies.  State  Game 
Warden  W.A.  Humphries  and  Banger  H.  Karle,  U.S.  Forest  Service, 
were  in  on  the  11th  to  discuss  the  possible  stocking  of  the  monument 
with  several  coveys  of  quail.

Maintenance  end  Rehabilitation.  The  utilities 
project  is  neerin?  completion  and  the  electric  unit  has  been  placed 
in  temporary  operation.  Additional  material  is  on  order  which  will 
complete  the  job.  Electric  wiring  for  lights  to  the  pump  house  was 
completed . 

Forty  feet  ::f  telephone  line  from  the  residence  to 
the  office  was  placed  in  underground  conduit. 

Road  and  trail  maintenance  continued  during  the  month* 
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Monthly  Nc   native  Report  -  Gran  ^.uivira  -  .      ruary  1951 

Approach  Roads .     Both  Approach  roads  were  closed  for 
two  days  following  the  heavy  snows  of  January  sc-31  but  travel  has 
been  normal  since  then.     Two  new  approach  road  signs  were  installed 
on  the  Oarizozo  route  into  the  monument. 

The  State  maintainer  bladed  the  Mountainair  approach 
following  the  wet  period  and  it  has  remained  in  good  condition  through- 
out  the  month* 

Travel*     Visitation  to  the  monuiuent  increased  35  per- 
cent over  1950  this  month.     128  persons  in  40  cars  were  recorded,  20 
percent  of  these  out  of  state  cara.w 

Interpretive  Services.     Guide  set  vice  was  provided 
to  97  persons  in  25  parti<   s  for  an  average  of  48  minutes  per  party. 
25  perrons  in  S  parties  used  the  self  guiding  trail  through  the  mission,

Weather  t     The  weather  thi»  month  was  excellent.  The  days  were 
relatively  warm  with  percipitation  recorded  for  only  three  days.  The 
average  daily  temperature  has  ranged  in  the  raid  60' a  with  extremes  at 
48  and  82  degrees.  The  night  temperatures  averaged  30  degrees  with  ex- 
tremes at  45  and  20.  The  last  two  days,  have  been  for  the  most  part 
oloudy  with  frequent  light  showers  here  in  the  valley  and  snow  at  higher 
elevations. 

Travel i  Continued  good  weather  conditions  no  doubt  have  kept 
travel  up  this  month.  The  563  reoorded  cars  bringing  1882  people  into 
the  area  tops  the  travel  figures  for  this  month  for  the  past  five  years. 
These  figures  show  nearly  a  30  per  cent  increase  over  this  month  of  last 
year.  The  break  down  of  the  above  figures  shows  that  1521  people  in  427 
oars  visited  the  Castle  while  the  remaining  361  people  in  136  oars  were 
reoorded  at  the  Well. 

Interpretation t     248  people  were  taken  through  the  Castle  on 
86  conducted  trips,  AT  usual,  Humorous  trips  were  taken  with  only  one 
or  two  persons. 

At  the  Castle,  1250  people  visited  the  museum,  480,  who  did 
not  take  the  conducted  trip  through  the  Castle,  reoieved  interpretative 
talks,  and  about  1000  people  took  the  self-guided  tour  along  the 
Sycamore  Trail.  At  the  Well,  66  people  visited  the  museum  during  the 
19  hours  that  it  was  open  and  361  people  took  the  Loop  Trail, 

Maintenance  and  Construction:   During  the  month  some  needed 
Maintenance  was  done.  The  living  room  of  residence  J'2,  the  public  rest 
rooms  and  the  main  room  of  the  museum  were  given  a  much  needed  coat  of 
paint.  The  wooden  clothes  line  posts  of  the  two  residences  at  the  Csstle, 
long  needing  replacing,  were  taken  down  and  ste^l  posts  were  put  up. 
The  pipeline  in  the  kitchen  of  residence  #1  broke  beneath  the  cement 
floor  and  after  much  excavating  to  find  it,  thAbroken  section 
replaced.  ' 
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Roads  laid  Trails i  Bushes  and  trees  el  ong  the  road  to  the 
pienie  ground  at  the  Cattle  -were  trimmed  back.  The  oattleguard  at 
the  W«n  -war  replaoed  du»  to  the  fact  that  several  of  the  beams  had 
broken  and  the  rest  -warped  to  the  extent  that  it  was  a  hasard  to  cars. 
Graveling  of  the  Loop  Trail  at  the  ^'ell  was  oompleted.  Lacking  now 
is  the  bitvuaul  oap.  This  will  be  put  on  in  the  near  future,  weather 
permittir 

Wildlife t  Some  signs  of  returning  spring  in  the  form  of 
robins  have  bean  not'oed  both  at  the  TKell  and  the  Gastle.  A  flight 
of  mountain  blue  birds  was  reoorded  at  tho  ^ell  alon^  with  numerous 
western  meadow  larks*  At  the  Gastle  several  kinds  of  sparrows  were 
noted  &n£  reoorded  as  well  as  two  hawks  and  some  ravens.

Travel  to  Saguaro  National  Monument  was  good  throughout  the 
month  with  peak  visitation  on  Sundays.  A  slight  increase  was 
recorded  over  February  of  1950.   oather  conditions  were  generally 
pleasant  except  for  general  rains  on  February  19  and  24  which 
brought  some  relief  to  the  parched  earth.

Weather:  Temperature  ranged  from  a  maximum  of  87  on  the  10th 
to  a  minimum  of  20  on  the  2nd  and  20th.  Precipitation  was  .56",  compared 
to  the  average  of  .71  for  the  past  13  years.  Weather  has  been  pleasant 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  month,  but  rainfall  has  been  too  light  to 
be  of  much  value  to  this  part  of  the  state  in  recovery  from  the  drorth 
of  the  last  year. 

Visitor  Travel :  A  total  of  6,007  visitors  has  broken  all  monthly 
travel  records  in  the  history  of  the  monument.  It  exceeds  by  over  28$ 
the  figure  of  4,303  visitors  for  February  of  1948  (the  highest  previous 
February),  and  by  over  19^  the  highest  previous  month,  which  v as  April,  1939. 
This  latter  was  a  freak  travel  figure,  for  it  vas  in  April  1939  that  the 
museum  building  here  vas  dedicated,  which  brought  crovds  of  extra  people 
to  swell  the  month  total  to  4,850  persons. 

During  the  past  12  months  this  tiny  national  monument  has  had 
32,364  visitors,  far  higher  than  any  other  12  month  period  in  history. 

Interpretive  Service:  2,473  persohs  went  on  314  guided  trips 
through  the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receiving  an  average  of  36.65 
minutes  per  trip,  5,815  persons  received  combined  Information  and 
Interpretation  service,  and  5,762  saw  the  museum  and  pntio  garden. 

The  highest  number  of  guided  trips  recorded  in  a  previous  month 
was  273  for  February  of  1947. 

The  biggest  visitor  day  in  my  experience  here  was  on  """ebruary  10, 
in  we  had  a  total  of  445  visitors  (counted),  including  six  large  Grey- 
hound busses  containing  236  persons  on  a  Dons  Club  sponsored  tour,  out  of 
Phcetix.  On  this  day  we  took  288  visitors  through  the  mission  church, 
running  some  extra-schedule  trips  to  make  a  totnl  of  15  guided  trips  for 
the  day.  Our  staff  of  three  handled  this  day's  visitors  rithout  a  hitch, 
with  many  expressions  of  thanks  from  enthusiastic  visitors,  and  without  a 
complaint  being  heard.

It  has  also  been  possible  to  start  a  long-desired  Fact  file   section 
whicb,  when  complete,   will  have  an  individual  card  for  every  native  or 
exotic  plant  which  grows   in  the  monument   area,   giving  ethno-botany  for 
each  plant,    as  well  as  flowering  and  fruiting  dates.

Mission  stabilization:      A  leak  developed  in  the  northwest  corner 
of  the  sacristy  barrel-vault  roof.   As  a  result  we  applied  our  cenent-lime- 
pigraent  mortar  coating  over  about  4  square  yards  of  the  upper  surface,  v,nich 
was  badly  weathered  and   pitted.     This  treatment   is  not  risible  from  the  ground. 

Routine  touch-up  maintenance  was  performed  by  sealing  new  and  en- 
larged weathered  cavities  in  exterior  lime  plaster     n  the  old  church.

The  last  of  the  giant  cactus  plants  along  the 
mission  trail  (Upuntia  ficus-indica  ?)  was  removed.  These  plants,  once 
very  handsome,  with  lovely  early  summer  flowers,  have  suffered  so  badly 
from  severe  frosts  of  the  past  five  winters  that  they  were  beyond  salvation. 
iin»?  signs  were  put  up  along  the  monument  boundary.  1  ork  was  done  toward 
stopping  light  leaks  in  the  museum. 

Civilian  Defense:  During  the  month  the  superintendent  contacted 
H.  G.  Frazier,  Chairman  of  Santa  Cruz  County  civilian  defense  organization, 
and  discussed  such  matters  in  detail  with  Harry  Chernin,  Coordinator  of 
civilian  defense  activities  for  the  county.  Our  facilities  for  possible 
help  in  an  emergency  were  outlined,  and  services  offered. 

General:  'fliile  we  had  over  28$  more  visitors  than  in  the  highest 
previous  February,  the  number  of  visitors  who  went  through  the  mission  church 
was  a  little  less  than  18$  higher  than  for  that  same  month.  This  indicates 
about  a  10$  increase  differential  which  presumably  consists  mostly  of  the 
slightly  to  casually  interested  visitors.  I  suspect  a  considerable  part  of 
this  increase  in  "casuals"  has  been  caused  by  the  additional  highway  signs 
which  were  installed  on  February  1.  I  foresee  the  possibility,  as  travel 
continues  to  increase,  that  we  may  some  day  have  to  critically  evaluate 
sign  "advertising"  policy.  As  an  area  reaches  the  capacity  of  its  ability 
to  receive  visitors  and  take  care  of  them,  advertising  might  then  have  to 
be  gxxni  geared  to  overlook  "casual"  appeal  and  go  to  those  with  only  a 
deeper  interest. 

However,  we  will  not  have  reached  the  limit  of  visitor  capacity 
here  until  our  40  minute  trip  interval  has  had  to  be  cut  to  a  20  minute 
interval,  assuming  50  persons  as  the  maximum  manageable  group  per  trio. 
As  it  is,  only  on  very  special  days  do  we  have  to  run  trips  at  a  20  minute 
interval,  which  is  fortunate,  because  such  days  require  the  full  staff  of 
the  tv/o  permanents  and  the  one  seasonal,  and  there  is  only  one  day  a  v/eek 
when  all  three  are  on  duty. 

From  this  end,  the  record  month  of  February  has  been  very  satisfactory. 
At  is  my  belief  that  the  visitors  received  a  high  quality  of  service,  and 
left  the  area  well  instructed  and  in  good  spirits.  Certainly  I  wish  to 
express  the  highest  praise  for  the  courteous  and  efficient  performance  of

Although  it  was  never 
very  deep,  a  leak  In  the  drain  at  Residence  No,  1  necessitated  shovel- 
ing snow  from  the  east  side  of  the  roof. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  had  In  starting  our  Ford 
pick-up.  We  had  to  pull  it  several  time  and  finally  had  to  install 
a  new  starter. 

A  40  inch  fluorescent  unit  was  repaired  and  installed  in 
the  superintendent's  quarters.  A  light  fixture  was  also  installed 
in  the  hall  at  the  ranger's  wuartors. 

Weeds  were  removed  from  the  septic  tank  drainage  ditch. 

Equipment  A  used  Kodak  printing  timer  was  received. 

Our  furnace  installation  is  not  yet  complete  with  an  outer 
jacket  needed  for  the  furnace  at  Residence  No.  2  and  a  humidifier  for 
the  one  at  residence  No.  1. 

Interpretation  The  earliest  known  reference  to  Walnut  Cnnyon  wa* 
noted  by  Ranger  V,Tilde  in  Arizona  Place  Names  which  reports  the  fislt 
of  Lt.  Beale  on  April  13,  1857.  On  a  visit  in  July,  1659  Beale  found 
the  stream  in  the  canyon  filled  with  water  and  containing  mountain 
trout. 

Wilde  was  shown  the  petroglyphs  in  the  bottom  of  the  canyon 
west  of  th-j  Island  and  we  visited  several  cliff  dwellings  on  the  sputh 
side. 

Copies  of  pictures  of  the  cliff  dwellings  taken  in  18/4  or  &5 
by  J,  J.  Fauber  were  received. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spenlTon  our  herbarium.  Twenty- 
seven  specimens  have  been  mounted  and  filing  folders  nr  reared  for  them, 
Zighty  Ethnobotany  File  Cards  have  been  prepared.   A  small  grove  of 
quaking  aspen  up  the  canyon' from  the  cliff  dwellings  was  visited  and 
several  plants  that  have  not  been  collected  have  been  noted  on  the 
monument .

Weather i     Although  we  hare  had  some  light  snows  this  month  the  snow 
seems  to  have  little  moisture  content.  \>edlese  to  say,  it  is  still 
rery  dry  in  this  area.  'A'upatki  had  a  preview  of  Sprinf  this  month 
with  a  high  of  75°  recorded  on  the  11th,  Sunset  Crater  has  had  a  little 
more  snow  this  winter  than  Wnpatki  and  just  how  much  moisture  was  in 
it  will  be  determined  next  month  when  the  rain  gauges  are  read  for  the 
tfuseum  of  Northern  Arisona. 

Maintenance i   The  old  CCC  office  at  Hieser  Spring  was  pointed  this  month 
to  comrVete  the  painting  of  the  buildings  in  that  area.   The  wood  on  this 
building,  ae  -*ith  the  wood  on  the  cabin,  was  in  pretty  bad  shape,  so  the 
paint  was  applied  half-and-half  with  15nseed  oil,   Mew  screens  were  made 
and  put  in  place  on  the  cabin,  so  now  all  we  hare  to  do  to  really  dress 
up  Hieser  Spring  is  tear  down  the  old  CCC  barracks.  A  new  coat  of  paint 
was  also  applied  to  the  door  and  windows  of  th«  o/fice  at  headquarters. 
The  superintendent  and  Ranger  Vvalker  are  now  experienced  painters . 

Monuaent  Roads t   The  road  from  Hieser  Sprang  to  Hi-hway  89  wa*  reshaped 
end  graded  and  it  appears  that  most  of  the  bed  rook  is  pretty  T?ell  covered 
now.   Before  going  on  leave,  Kaintenancems n  Bwa  also  graded  the  entrance 
road  at  Sunset  Crater. 

A  new  VVupatki  boundary  sipn  was  placed  on  the  Sunset  Crater 
road  and  all  of  the  road  signs  from  Hieser  Sprir-.g  to  'ifhway  89  were 
refinished. 


Interpretive  Service:   The  Lava  Flow  Nature  Trail  at  Sunset  Crater  was 
nut  back  into  service  the  14th  of  this  month  with  a  new  name,  a  few  changes 
in  the  trail,  and  a  new  trail  booklet.   At  .'.upatki  204  visitors  in  69 
parties  were  contacted  for  an  average  of  4SS* minutes  and  a  total  of  30  hours. 
112  visitors  were  not  contacted  but  the  trail  booklet  continues  to  give 
some  help  to  the  visitor  not  contacted  by  any  of  the  personnel.

The  Superintendent  an  regional  Forester  attenoeo  a  meeting 
at  Los  *iaiios  with  Forest  Service  and  Atonic  Energy  Consdssion 
officials  to  discuss  cooperation  for  the  protection  of  the  Los  *la  tos 
laboratories  in  case  of  emergency.  -his  cooperation  is  mostly 
concerned  'with  the  prevention,  detection,  and  suppression  of  forest 
fires  that  night  interrupt  utilities  or  danage  valuable  installations. 

A  conference  was  held  with  Mr.  -ilgis  xnd  Mr.  3aker 
concerning  the  management  of  tne  Lodre  kitchen  and  needed  repairs 
to  equipment. 
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Inspections 

Mr.  Edwin  Kenner  from  the  "Washington  Office  and  liegion 
Three  Architects  Saunders  and  Karsh  made  an  inspection  of  needed 
rehabilitation  projects  in  the  buildings  and  canpground  on  the  13th. 

Architect  Carter  discussed  plans  for  the  road  change  at 
the  checking  station  with  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  engineers  on  the 
15th. 

Maintenance 

The  new  dishwashing  machine  for  the  Lodge  kitchen  was 
received  on  the  26th  and  installed  immediately.  This  will  correct 
t.ie  major  criticism  that  the  Public  Health  Service  had  of  the 
kitchen  operation. 

The  living  room,  dinette  and  kitchen  of  residence  3  and 
the  kitchen  and  living  room  of  residence  2  were  painted  with  rubber 
emulsion  base  paint.  These  rooms  had  not  been  redecorated  for  five 
years. 

Additional  stones  were  placed  to  define  parking  spaces 
in  the  campground  and  to  prevent  campers  from  driving  their  cars 
too  close  to  trees. 

Approach  Road 

35  Loads  of  volcanic  ash  were  hauled  onto  the  road  be- 
tween the  checking  station  and  the  end  of  the  paving  in  preparation 
for  oiling. 

The  contractor  started  work  on  March  12  on  the  section  of 
highway  4  from  TA33  to  the  Los  Alamos  west  gate.  The  road  is  being 
reconstructed  by  the  Atonic  Energy  Commission.  Approximately  one 
and  one  half  miles  of  this  road  are  a  part  of  the  Bandeiier  approach 
road. 

Laborers  Cordero  and  Toribio  were  entered  on  duty  to 
begin  the  spring  maintenance  of  roads  and  trails. 

Interpretive  Service 

A  total  of  82.^  visitors  were  conducted  on  85  tours  of  the 
ruins  this  month.  An  estimated  543  persons  visited  Ceremonial  Cave 
and  Tsankawi  Ruin. 
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Three  trail  side  exhibit  stands  have  been  completed  but 
much  in  need  of  some  one  who  can  make  reconstruction 
drawings  of  three  of  the  ruins.  As  soon  as  these  can  be  obtained 
the  stands  will  be  installed. 

Travel 

Travel  continued  its  upwartT  swing  that  wa3  temporary 
halted  in  February.  There  were  1861  visitors  this  month  compared 
to  1413  last  year.  This  gives  us  approximately  2,000  visitors 
increase  for  the  travel  year.  Nearly  700  persons  came  to  Frijoles 
Canyon  on  the  25th  which  is  more  than  we  would  expect  in  August  a 
couple  of  years  ago.

Insects  and  Tree  Diseases 

Funds  for  the  aerial  spraying  for  the  control  of  tent 
caterpillars  in  Frijoles  Canyon  are  to  be  allotted  and  a  request 
for  permission  for  the  plane  to  operate  in  this  area  was  made  to 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission.  Most  of  the  Monument  lies  in  the 
Los  Alamos  air  3pace  reservation* 

Public  Health 

Covers  were  constructed  of  sheet  metal  for  manholes  in 
the  water  intake  and  reservoirs  that  were  surrounded  by  a  cement 
curb.

General ;  With  the  daily  temperatures  pushing  the  high 
eighties,   the  females  of  the  species  are  breaking  out   in  their 
deepest  plunging  necklines  and  their  fanciest   "bikini"  sets.     We 
have  thought  that  a  committee  from  Congress  should  make  an 
investigation  here.... it  would  be  most  revealing*  No  objections. 

In  other  words,   the  weather  is  great.     The  travel  oontinues 
to  be  good;  however,   there  is  a  definite  shift  from  the  winter-resident* 
type  visitor  to  the  early,  vacationers.  The  California  visitors  have 
really  been  hitting  the  area  the  past  ten  days  due  to  their  Easter 
vacation. 

There  is, however,  another  side  to  the  weather  picture;  our 
drouth  continues  to  be  critical.     The  Arizona  Republic  brought  the 
whole  situation  up  to  date  with  a  report  from  Louis  R.   Jurwitz,  the 
offical  weatherman  for  Phoenix,   quoted,   in  part,  as  follows: 

Stream  flows  from  rainfall  during  the  past  five 
months,  which  normally  acoounts  for  80  per  cent  of  the 
annual  runoff,  dropped  to  from  3  to  9  per  cent  of 
normal.....     Records  at  the  Calva  station   (for)   inflow 
into  Coolidge  reservior  show  only  10,400  acre  feet, of 
new  runoff  since  last  Sept.  30.     That  is  3  per  oent  of 
the  normal  annual  total  of  330,000  acre  feet,   and  the 
Mount  of  stored  water  is  now  so  low  that  it  will  not 

flow  through  the  gates The  Salt  River   ^nd  San 

Carlos  projects  already  are  severely  hurt--  San  Carlos 
critically. ...  Cotton  and  produce  growers  may  be  com- 
pelled to  cut  planting  in  half  because  of  the  water 
limitations.

AP?aOACHSS  TO  MONUMENT    All  of  the  approach  roads  into  Chiricahua 

renained  in  rood  condition  auring  March. 
Several  cars  travelled  the  road  through  Pinery  Canyon  with  no  difficulty. 
The  Monument  road  was  kept  in  excellent  condition  through  the  month. 

CONCESSIONS    Of  interest  to  Chiricahua  is  the  continued  increase  in 
guests  at  the  Silver  Spur  Truest  lanch.  Travel  records 
for  March  show  that  82  visitor  days  were  spent  at  the  Ranch.  This,  rnd  the 
count  for  rebruary  of  101,  is  more  than  double  the  count  for  the  same  period 
of  last  year.  It  is  also  of  interest  to  see  the  Ranch  accept  -ore  reserva- 
tions from  Monument  visitors  for  dinners  and  lunches.  A  few  have  been  turned 
away  in  Larch  but  the  percentage  is  a  great  deal  lower  than  it  has  been  in 
the  past.  This  is  gratifying  inasmuch  as  there  is  no  other  restau  ant  within 
forty  utiles.

presented  this  -onth.  Superintendent  Cooke 
spoke  to  an  audience  of  14  for  one  hour  at  the  Silver  Spur  Guest  Hanch  on 
the  11th.  and  again  for  the  sa-'e  period  in  the  museum  to  14  on  the  17th. 
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Monthly  Narrative  Rt^ort . . .  .March ....  Chiricahua.  • .  • 

Ranger  Gaynarc  held  a  one  and  one-half  hour  lecture  in  the  museum  on  March 
24.  The  use  of  the  museum  for  these  slide  lectures  has  proven  to  be  very- 
satisfactory.  With  proper  seating  arrangements,  the  room  will  accomodate  35 
visitors.  On  the  two  s:  owings  this  month,  a  "slide— swap"  session  was  held 
after  the  .',ervic<~  talk  ana  slides  owned  by  campers  and  visitors  were  run  off 
for  the  interest  of  the  group.  Both  lectures  were  warmly  received  and  the 
"slide-swap"  sessions  were  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.  Camper  use  has  been 
heavy  and  25  were  in  attendance  at  the  show  of  the  24th. 

The  Sierra  Club  of  Southern  California  camped  at  Chiricahua  from  the  21st. 
to  the  23rd.  with  29  members  in  the  group.  On  the  evening  of  the  21st.,  a 
campfire  meeting  was  held  with  Superintendent  Cooke  giving  a  talk  of  one-half 
hour 3  duration.  The  Club  was  likewise  entertained  on  the  evening  of  the  22nd. 
and  taken  for  a  conducted  trip  through  Bcho  Canyon  and  Heart  Of  Rocks  that  day. 

Contacts  in  the  museum  totaled  1429  visitors  in  410  parties. 

Twenty  visitors  enjoyed  the  use  of  the  Chiricahua  Nature  trail.  One  con- 
ducted tour  of  the  trail  was  made  with  three  visitors. 

One  conducted  auto  trip  through  the  Monument  was  made  with  five  visitors. 
Four  conducted  walks  on  the  Massai  Point  loop  trail  was  made  with  twenty-four 
visitors. 

TRAVEL    Travel  for  tfee  month  of  March  showed  an  increase  of  &,*]%   over 
March  of  1950.  The  total  number  of  visitors  was  1575  and  gave 
a  15^  increase  over  the  previous  -nonth,  Chiricahua  is  now  304  behind  the  travel 
year  total  of  6969  recorded  this  date  in  1950. 

Last  year' s  travel  year  totals  showed  a  92^  increase  in  campground  Use 
over  that  of  1949.  Froai  all  indications,  this  year's  count  should  again  double 
the  previous  year's  figures.  March  brought  a  very  heavy  use  of  the  Qamp  site 
including  many  trailers.  Total  visitor  days  on  the  campground  was  391. 

Although  Chiricahua  is  behind  last  year' s  count  on  total  visitors,  the 
I  ornament  is  2  ahead  on  total  visitor  cays.  For  the  month  of  March  1951,  the 
figures  are  2053  total  visitor  days,  r'or  March  1950,  that  same  total  was  but 
1647.  This  wo'uld  certainly  indicate  that  although  we  have  fewer  inuividual 
faces  on  the  Monument  this  year,  the  area  is  being  used  more  heavily  and  more 
personnel  time  is  necessarily  spent  with  the  public  interest. 

ttA-NGISR  SLRVICS    Some  Ranker  time  was  spent  ctiring  the  month  on  the 

Monument  signs  on  approach  roads.  These  have  almost 
entirely  been  covered  ana  work  has  started  on  thos  •  signs  Inside  the  boundaries. 
With  the  Sierra  Club  visiting  the  area,  and  with  heavy  camper  use  and  increased 
travel,  a  good  share  of  Ranrer  hours  was  riven  to  the  visitors. 

Letters  have  been  sent  to  several  Universities  for  applicants  for  the 
Seasonal  Ranger  position  at  the  Monument.  To  date,  only  one  man  has  made 
application.  Neighboring  ranches  and  towns  are  being  surveyed  for  a  man  to 
fill  the  Firs-guard  position.  This  job  likewise  has  received  but  one  applica- 
tion.

leather .  Traditional  *'areh  winds  dominated  the  weather 
scene  most  of  the  month.  Fields  under  cultivation  provide  for  a  heavy 
dusty  carry  which  is  referred  to  locally  as  "aoving  real  estate".  Two 
small  amounts  of  moisture  were  received,  .15  of  an  inch  on  February  26 
and  .25  of  an  inch  on  March  10.  Average  maximum  temperature  was  55 
degrees  with  minimum  temperatures  averaging  33  degrees. 

Visitors.  Miss  Esther  Quackenbush,  Albuquerque,  and  Mr. 
W.W#  Whitehead,  Washington  D.C.,  representatives  of  the  American  Auto- 
mobile Association,  on  the  23rd. 

Inspections.  General  Superintendent  Davis  and  Regional 
Snginaer  Lassiter  inspected  the  monument  area  on  March  2. 

Ruins  Stabilization.  The  project  of  stabilizing  San 
Buenaventura  mission  got  underway  with  the  arrival  of  Archeologist 
Gordon  Vivian  and  a  crew  of  nine  men  on  March  21.  Ifrork  was  begun 
on  the  interior  of  the  nave  and  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Vaintenance  and  Rehabilitation.  The  completion  of  the 
deep  well  project  was  postponed  ?hen  sucker  rods  broke  near  the  bottom 
of  the  well.  Repairs  are  underway  and  this  unit  should  be  in  operation 
in  about  a  week. 

Minor  repairs  were  made  to  both  monument  vehicles.  The 
1:  ton  stake  was  painted  and  a  new  trailer  hitch  welded  on  the  pickup. 

Two  additional  loads  of  gravel  were  spread  on  the  mission 
trail  and  maintenance  continued  as  usual  on  the  entrance  road. 

Approach  Roads.  Despite  heavy  shifting  of  sand  road 
conditions  have  been  good.  The  Mountainair  road  has  been  bladed  twice 
and  the  Carrizozo  approach  has  had  maintenance  this  month.  An  increased 
amount  of  travel  has  been  using  the  east  approach  from  Corona  and  comments 
indicate  it  an  improved  road.

Travel  Increaae.  Travel  continued  to  increase  this  month 
by  Z2$   over  last  year's  visitation.  174  persons  in  68  cars  end  motorcycles 
entered  the  area.  Auto  courts  and  hotels  in  the  approach  towns  to  the 
monument  report  that  out  of  State  travel  is  much  heavier  than  previous 
years. 

Interpretive  Services.  Twenty  six  guided  tours  were 
juade  with  119  visitors  for  an  average  of  43  minutes  per  trip.  The 
self  guiding  trail  trip  was  taken  by  19  parties  of  55  persons.   147 
people  went  through  the  exhibit  room  and  were  given  information. 

Personnel.  The  Superintendent  took  4  days  of  annual 
leave  during  the  month.

The  entire  precipitation  for 
tho  month  was  0.03,   the  monthly  minimum  was  3  above  zero  on  March  3, 
and  the  maximum  was  5?  on  \iaroh  P.2.     Many  San  Luis  Valley  farmers 
will  no*  be   ible  to  pA.ujt  cropa  if  the  drouth  continues  and  others 
who  have    roll*  for  auxiliary  witer  will  plaat  only  a  part  of  the 
normal  amount. 

Special  .iptivitles 

A  trip  •***  made  to  Monte  Vista  on  March  22  to  talk  to  R££ 
officials  about  the  prospects  of  an  electric  -cower  line  in  this 
neighborhood.     RBA  now  plans  to  extend  their  present  lines  to  the 
Zapata  Ranch,   our  nearest  neighbor,    this  next  summer.     This  will  put 
a  line  about  seven  miles  from  headquarters,     a  PC?  sheet  is  being 
prepared,  for  addition  to  our  construction  program. 

H— r ease  in  Travel 

Visitation  continues  to  fall  below  that  of  last  year.     The 
decrease  for  March  was  367  as  only  H56  people  came  to  the  area  during 
the  month.     Mndy,  nasty  weather  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  loss. 

Rehabilitation 

Very  little  was  accomplished  on  rehabilitation  this  month 
as  I   was  on  leave  for  two  weeks  and  the  asphalt  tile  ordered  from 
Denver  has  not  yet  arrived.     •■•  new  door  was  constructed  for  the  tool 
shed  to  make  it  weather  tight  and  mouse-proof.

;:ight  man  days  were  apent  cleaning  culvert  a  on  the  entrance 
road  and  only  about  two  more  days  of  work  will  be  required  to  finish 
the  Job.  Thistles  were  hurned  along  th'j  fence  at  the  monument  entrance 
where  they  were  causing  sand  to  drift  over  the  wires  and  above  culverts 
whers  they  might  be  washed  by  a  rain  to  plug  a  culvert,  Knough  poles 
were  secured  to  satisfactorily  rebuild  the  fence  around  Uosca  Spring 
and  a  broken  pole  in  the  fence  at  the  entrance  was  replaced. 

Interpretive  Services 

Two  talks  outside  the  monument  were  given  during  the  month 
as  follows. 

The  first  was  given  to  23  members  of  the  Alamosa  High  School 
Band  and  Orchestra  Parents  Club  at  -olamosa  on  February  26.  The  subject 
was  •Desert  Plants  and  Animals*  illustrated  with  slides  from  Organ 
Pipe  Cactus  national  Monument. 

The  second  nras  given  to  14  members  of  the  Hiram  wlub  at 
Superior,  arisona  on  March  15.  The  subject  was  treat  3and  Dunes 
National  Monument"  illustrated  with  slides  from  the  area. 

Research  and  Observation 

A  group  of  11  bighorn  sheep  consisting  of  9  ewes  and  2  coming 
yearlings  were  seen  about  a  nilu  above  (east)  of  the  monument  boundary 
in  .Me&uno  Canyon  on  a  patrol  trip  on  Uarch  21.  Tha  entire  group  was 
in  good  condition  and  wintered  very  well. 

Quids  to  the  Turtles  of  Op loradp  was  given  to  us  for  the 
library  by  the  SWNH  naturalists. 

■no^  roach  Roads 

^lamosa  County  continu&d  to  blade  the  approach  road  about 
every  ten  days,      Ihe  spring  thaws  are  just  beginning  in  the  San  Luis 
Lake  section  but  I   do  not  believe  that  the  road  will  develop  the  deep 
frost  boils  that  it  usually  does  in  wetter  years. 

The  monument  section  is  in  poorer  shape  than  the  remainder 
of  the  approach  road.     The  absence  of  any  binding  material  except  sand 
makes  it  impossible  to  do  much  with  a  grader  in  such  dry  weather  except 
redistribute  the  rocks. 

Co-operatlngagenci  ei 

Civil  Air  Patrol  units  from  ivlamosa  and  San  ^caoio   spent 


Great  :>and  Dunes  Natl.   Hon.  2 
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February  25  making  tests  rlth  their  portable  radio  equipment  to 
determine  coranruni cations  possibilities  between  here  and  xtlamosa. 
The  walkie-talkie  sets  were  effective  for  about  18  miles  and  they 
secured  very  fine  transmissions  with  a  25  watt  voice  set  on  2375 
but  have  never  been  able  to  receive  my  transmissions  on  5150, 

Personnel 

Jack  R.   'fllliamtt  worked  as  laborer  from  February  27  until 
March  21  and  took  care  of  the  monument  while  I   was  on  annual  leave. 
Jack  accomplished  a  great  many  small  maintenance  jobs  that  have  been 
piling  up  and  his  presence  during  my  leave  was  very  much  appreciated, 

My  two  weeks  annual  leave  was  spent  visiting  friends  and 
relatives  in  Santa  Fe  and  southern  Arizona.     I   took  4   beorssick  leave 
on  February  27  for  emergency  dental  work  and  1  day  on  March  24  due  to 
an  attack  of  pleurisy.

TTeather ;   Typical  for  March  with  days  sunny  and  cloudy,  windy 
and  still,  and  temperatures  ranging  froir  a  minimum  of  21  to  a  maximum 
of  79.  The  first  snow  for  this  winter  season  fell  on  tfarch  2,  covering 
the  ground  with  a  three  inch  blanket.  This  snow  melted  in  less  than 
four  hours. 

Travel t   with  generally  good  weather  throughout  the  state  and 
due  to  the  Taster  vacation  week,  travel  has  been  exceptionally  good. 
Visitors  numbering  3043,  arriving  in  869  oers,  visited  the  monument. 
This  breaks  down  into  2243  visitors  and  652  cars  for  the  Castle,  and 
800  visitors  and  217  cars  for  the  Veil.   Total  travel  to  the  area  re- 
presents an  inorfase  of  686  people  over  March  of  lsst  year. 

Interprets t j on i     Because  of  the  large  number  of  people  visit- 
ing the  area,  interpretation  was  given  priority  over  all  other  activi- 
ties.  During  this  report  period,  777  persons  were  guided  on  125  tours 
through  the  Castle,  This  represents  special  conducted  tours  for  severel 
large  school  groups  along  with  the  regular  visitors.   700  people  who 
did  not  take  the  guided  trip  received  interpretive  talks,  and  1950 
people  toowed  the  Sycamore  Trail.  At  the  Tell,  150  saw  the  museum  and 
800  nixed  the  new  Loop  Trail. 

As  my  ^uest,  Jimry  Brewer  of  Tuzigoot  presented  an  interest- 
ing illustrated  lecture  to  about  20  membors  of  the  Camp  Verde  Lions 
Club  on  March  21.  His  talk  and  pictures  covered  archeolc. ioal  areas 
in  Arizona. 

Wow  editions  of  the  Montezuma  Loop  T-ail  enf'  of  the  Syoamore 
Trail  panphlets  were  received  and  pieced  i   service.    ^oth  of  these 
pamphlets  are  excellently  prepared  and  refleot  credit  on  the  Region 
naturalist  staff.   It  is  noted  that  these  guide  bo  klets  are  rapidly 
beooming  more  and  more  popular  and  that  people  are  beginning  to  actual- 
ly demand  them.  This  was  stroncly  brought  to  oi.r  attention  during  the 
mi  die  of  the  month  when  our  stock  of  b      s  was  gone.

General 

March  produced  very  cool  and  dry  weather  for  Southern  Arizona, 
?£ean  temperatures  were  generally  below  normal  for  the  month  and  an 
all  time  low  of  30°  was  recorded  on  March  IS,  in  Tucson. 

An  inspection  trip  to  the  forested  area  showed  that  the  snow-pack 
is  quite  well  below  that  of  other  years.  The  "oath  and  'est  facing 
slooes  are  completely  devoid  of  sno-w  while  on  the  North  and  'ast 
slopes  only  scattered  patches  remain.  TTnlesa  we  get  several  soaking 
spring  rains,  we  must  look  forward  to  one  of  the  most  hazardous  fire 
seasons  In  the  history  of  the  area. 

Near  the  end  of  the  month  water  from  melting  snows  has  at  last 
reached  Madrona  Ranger  Station  and  we  expect  to  be  able  to  pump  water 
into  the  storage  tanks. 

Travel  held  strong  throughout  March  with  exceptionally  heavy 
visitation  during  faster  week.  Most  visitors  are  wondering  when  the 
cacti  will  cone  into  bloom. 

The  new  Cactus  Forest  Trail  Leaflet  published  by  southwestern 
Monuments  Association  is  extremely  popular.  About  99$  of  visitors 
purchase  leaflets  and  only  9  out  of  the  first  400  were  lost. 

The  Spanish  Trail  Approach  Rood  Is  almost  completely  graded  and 
should  be  ready  for  the  surface  coat  within  thirty  days. 

Special  Activities 

General  Superintendent  Davis  and  Regional  Engineer  Lass iter  made 
two  trips  to  Saguaro  on  the  2  and  23  of  ?Jarch.  Their  first  visit  was 
cut  short  when  word  was  received  that  Mr«  Hendricks  had  passed  away. 

-  "Jaguar o  National  Monument  - 
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Status  of  PrlTate  Lands 

Negotiations  are  still  underway  with  the  State  of  Arizona  to 
obtain  siato  lands  within  the  monument  boundaries.  The  Arizona 
Land  Office  found  that  the  list  of  lands  submitted  for  exchange  by 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  does  not  fit  in  to  the  state »s 
acquisition  program.  State  officials  are  now  working  on  a  list  of 
lands  which  would  be  more  suitable  to  their  needs. 

Maintenance 


Trail  Laborer  Arthur  Garcia  has  completely  repaired  the  trail 
from  Spud  Rock  Cabin  as  far  as  the  pasture  gate  on  the  trail  toward 
Manning  Camp. 

Laborer-leadman  Stansberry  has  been  working  on  the  Cactus 
Looproad  supplying  ballast  to  rough  sections.  An  end-loader  was 
borrowed  from  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  which  greatly  speeds  up  this  work. 
The  ballast  material  is  being  applied  to  the  road  to  make  ready  for 
addition  of  a  dust  palliative  later  in  the  year. 

About  twenty  loads  of  ballast  were  applied  to  the  corrals  at 
Madrona  Ranger  Station  to  replace  eroded  materials. 

Approaches  to  Park  Area 

Grading  and  installing  of  three  culverts  on  the  Spanish  Trail 
Approach  Road  have  been  completed  and  we  expect  that  oiling  of  the 
road  should  commence  within  a  short  time. 

Cooperating  Government  Agencies 

le  have  received  word  that  the  Division  of  Forest  .'ethology  has 
been  requested  to  continue  their  studies  of  t' e  mortality  rate  in 
the  Giant  Cactus  for  another  ten  years.  If  an  agreement  is  reached, 
certain  immediate  steps  must  be  taker  to  preserve  the  identity  of 
the  check  plants. 

Donations 

we  received  an  excellent  collection  of  rocks  and  minerals  of 
this  area  from  the  Tucson  Gem  and  Mineral  Society.  Special  pains 
on  this  project  were  undertaken  by  *»rs.  Serrano,  the  society  presi- 
dent, and  Vt.   Foster,  rho  did  most  in  assembling  the  collection. 
These  specimens  will  be  exhibited  at  Monument  Headquarters.

eather:  Temperature  ranged  from  a  maximum  of  81  on  the  13th 
to  a  minimum  of  19  on  the  4th  -  both  a  lower  hig"  and  a  lower  law  than 
tjma  we  had  in  February.  Precipitation  was  .09",  compared  with  the 
aTerage  of  .40"  for  the  last  13  years. 

Visitor  Travel:  \  total  of  5,488  visitors  set  a  nev.  March  record 
for  Tumacncori,  over  26?o  higher  than  the  previous  iiarch  high  of  3,507  in 
1950.   The  past  12  months  has  brought  over  34,000  visitors  to  Tumacacori, 
vhich  is  distinctly  a  record  year. 

Interpretive  Service:  1,908  persons  vent  on  284  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receivin  -  an  average  of  38.1  minutes  per  trip. 
5,307  persons  received  combined  Information  and  Interpretation  service,  and 
5,268  saw  the  museum  and  patio  garden. 

The  average  time  3.  ent  per  trip,  38.1  minutes,  is  in  part  an  indication 
of  the  tone  of  visitor  interest.  This  time  is  quite  high,  and  compares  with 
an  average  trip  time  of  35.45  minutes  during  the  past  64  months. 

Museum  and  Education:   On  March  1  the  m&tmogg*   hed  trial  run  of  the 
"Patio  Garden  Guide"  nature  trail  leaflet  was  set  in  operation  for  users  of 
the  mission  type  patio  garden  here.   So  far  the  most  conspicuous  result  of 
the  use  of  the  leaflet  has  been  the  fantastic  rate  at  which  visitors  carry 
xksx  the  leaflets  away  Kith  them  vhen  they  leave  the  monument.  \   good  many 
people  have  been  seen  using  them  in  the  garden,  aid  apparently  enjoying  them. 
Many  f  .vor  ible  comments  have  been  received,  but  there  are  also  a  lot  of 
people  who  just  grab  a  leaflet  und  fold  it,  unread,  and  stick  it  in  1  pocket 
to  carry  away  as  something  else  that  is  free.  That  is  to  be  expected,  however, 
for  nn  area  that  receives  so  m  >ny  very  casual  "dropins". 

Little  free  time  has  been  available  for  continuing  work  on  bringing 
library  card  files  up  to  date,  or  for  fact  file  work,  but  from  time  to  time  a 
little  is  accomplished.

hauled.  Ranger  and  Mr».  Henson  s^ent  their  version  of  a  day  off  period 
in  painting  the  bedroom  of  Residence  No.  2.  Charles  La  Plantt     hired  for 
tvo  days  to  work  with  ^aineenancaman  Barney  in  pulling  our  pump,  replacing 
the  leathers,  getting  30* of  drop  Dlpe  welded  where  rust  holes  had  eaten 
through  it,  and  putting  the  system  back  together.   \11  steps  in  the  museum 
building  were  given  a  ne  -  coat  of  aluminum  p3int,  as  a  public  safety  factor. 
Barney  has  been  doing  ■  lot  of  v ork  in  the  museum  with  the  extremely  tedious 
caruentry  necessary  to  permanently  stop  light  leaks  and  condition  the  interior 
for  a  new  paint  Job,  which  is  to  be  done  soon.  The  superintendent  has  done 
quite  a  bit  of  necessary  "puttering"  in  the  patio  garden,  including  instruction 
to  the  new  maintenanceman,  considerable  pruning,  and  fussing  over  the  plants 
to  get  then  to  present  as  handsome  a  front  as  oossible  for  the  visitors. 
Four  additional  3hrubs  (ttyrtus  compacts),  some  Columbines,  several  Jojobas, 
and  a  bed  of  Dwarf  \lyssum,  were  planted  in  the  P  itio  garden.   Dwarf  \lyssum 
I  planted  (from  cold  frame)  to  form  a  bolder  on  either  side  of  the  entrance 
to  the  museum  building. 

General :   e  are  all  so  busy  here  tint  by  contrast  a  one-armed  paper 
hanger  with  the  hive.-  would  look  like  a  ftudy  in  slow  motion.  T'e  are  '«ell 
aware  th^.t  the  almost  fantastic  increase  in  visitor  attendance  of  the  last 
t  o  rionths  is  not  due  entirely  to  increased  public  appreol  ition  of  the 
merits  of  the  area.  Much  of  the  increase  has  been  caused  by  the;  additional 
highway  signs  which  were  put  up  on  February  1.  However,  v.hile  '..arch  of  this 
year  brought  about  26^o  higher  total  Attendance  than  for  tho  same  month  a  year 
ago,  the  percentage  of  visitors  going  on  guided  trips  through  the  church  and 
grounds  increased  by  over  28$.   So  our  visitor  increase  is  by  no  me  nr  11-  ited 
to  "casuals'*.   igh  tone  of  visitor  interest  is  shown,  not  only  by  time  spent 
on  guided  trips,  but  by  number  attending  them. 
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Recently,  in  talking  ?ith  Ton  Lockhart,  field  supervisor  in  this 
area  for  Dr.  Irving  Krick's  "!"ater  'asources  Development  Corporation", 
which  is  only  one  aspect  of  Dr.  Krick's  activities,  we  rounded  out  our 
picture  of  what  the  corporation  is  doing  in  Arizona.  The  rain-making 
work  of  this  firm  is  represented  in  Arizona  by  only  the  Southeastern 
corner  of  the  state,  an  area  bounded  on  the  v;est  by  an  ima?£lnary  line 
running  nort>  from  Sasabe  to  Randolph  (SE  of  Coolidge)  thence  eastward 
on  a  line  through  lafford  to  the  Nev  iiexico  border. 

Foundry  coke,  soaked  in  silver  iodide,  is  fed  into  a  small  hopper 
and  in  turn  into  ■  smill  electrical  furnace  lined  with  fire  brick.   \n 
auto  storage  battery  provides  the  current.  The  silver  iodide,  heated, 
vnorizes,  rises  above  the  furnace,  promptly  crystallizes,  then  is  carried 
upward  to  the  clouds  solely  by  normal  convection  currents.  The  particles 
then  provide  extra  nuclei  around  which  water  vapor  can  condense  until  it 
becomes  heavy  enough  to  precipitate. 

The  generators  are  port ible,  and  are  set  out  at  various  strategic 
places,  ind  operated  by  non-technical  people,  who  start  the  furnaces 
going  on  telephonic  instructions  from  field  head  u«rter3.  The  generators 
are  not  used  in  any  attempt  to  "make  clouds  rain."  They  are  U3ed,  according 
to  Loakhart,  only  when  the  clouds  are  p-oing  to  rain  anyhow.  In  other  words, 
the  use  of  the  generators  is  intended  only  to  cause  more  r^in  to  fall  than 
would  fall  normally. 

Various  ranchers  and  civic  groups  pay  the  company  i  stipulated  minimum, 
•  ith  a  bonus  for  riinf  ill  which  is  above  normal.   Operations  in  o-izona 
eonrtenced  on  January  1,  and  are  to  continue  at  least  through  this  calendar 
year. 

Well,  I  hope  rain-making  efforts  meet  with  more  success  than  they  seem 
to  have  so  far  in  this  district.  v.e  are  still  suffering  from  a  terrible 
drowth.  We,  I'm  on  the  fence,  as  to  whether  silver  iodide  or  liopi  prayers 
are  the  more  efficacious.

along  the  Verde  dating  before  the  Christian  era*     This  conclusion  must 
rest*  of  course*  with  the  geologist  or  olimatologists  who  are  best 
equipped  to  analyse  the  factors  surrounding  the  clayey  soils  and  gulleys 
bearing  these  artifacts*  since  it  is  a  problem  of  alluvial  ohronology*

Visitors  this  month  1026;  travel  year  to  date  6225. 

General  March  came  in  like  a  lion  n-ith  about  sixteen  inches  of  snow  - 
tne  heaviest  storm  of  the  year,  Stormy  days  reduced  travel.  There 
mere  nine  days  with  less  than  ten  visitors  and  of  these,  three  days 
when  there  were  no  visitors.  Considerable  snow  shoveling  was  required 
to  keep  the  trails  open. 

Personal  On  March  13  Ranger  Tilde  reported  for  four  days  active  duty 
in  the  Air  Force.  During  this  time  he  was  processed  preparitory  to 
entering  on  extended  active  duty  on  March  29.   Since  returning  from 
his  four  days  active  duty,  Captain  ?7ilde  has  been  on  annual  leave  for 
a  visit  with  his  parents  in  Utah. 

Use  of  Monument  Facilities  by  the  Public  There  v;ere  10<i6  visitors 
who  came  in  349  cars.  Of  these  877  visitors  were  contacted  in  290 
groups.  Museum  visitors  totaled  958  in  316  parties.  There  were  7 
picnic  parties  totaling  49  people.  One  enthusiastic  group  of  visitors 
without  overshoes  walked  around  the  "Island"  in  16  inches  of  snow  and 
said  they  had  a  wonderful  time. 

Maintenance  and  Impro vement s  Two  ash  trays  were  made  from  building 
tile  for  the  museum. 

Trucks  hauling  high  loads  broke  our  telephone  line  twice 
nihere  it  crosses  Highway  89.  We  have  learned  that  the  line  is  lover 
than  the  18  feet  required  for  a  highway  crossing  and  have  made  plans 
for  raising  it. 

Moulding  was  installed  on  two  wlndo..  screens  and  the  frames 
of  five  screens  were  painted. 

Equipment  Two  surplus  field  telephones  were  received  from  the  Forest 
Service  in  Santa  Barbara,  California.  Enough  wire  has  been  received 
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from  another  monument  so  that  we  can  place  One  of  the  pfcones  across 
Walnut  Canyon  for  use  in  fire  control. 

A  siren  was  removed  from  our  pick-up  and  transferred  to  Organ 
Pipe  Cactus. 

A  telescope  was  transferred  to  Tonto. 

Installation  of  our  furnaces  was  completed  on  March  16  and 
a  Project  Completion  Report  was  submitted. 

Interpretation  Our  project  to  mount  herbarium  specimens  was  completed 
with  43  specimens  mounted  and  folders  prepared  for  them.  Sighty-^rsix 
Ethnobotany  Fire  Cards  ;vere  prepared  and  the  same  number  of  common 
name  cards.  This  project  ha3  been  suspended  pending  the  receipt  of

Monuments 

Weather i  Dry  weather  continues  with  no  precipitation  recorded  during  the 
month.  Sunset  Crater  had  a  little  snow  the  first  part  of  the  month.   The 
loop  road  to  Wupatki  was  cleared  of  enow  Maroh  11  and  opened  to  traffic. 
A  maximum  temperature  of  74  degrees  was  recorded  on  March  15  with  a  min- 
imum of  16  degrees  on  March  4*  The  rain  gauges  over  the  area  were  read  on 
Feb.  28  and  data  sent  to  the  Museum  of  Northern  Arlrona, 

Monument  Roads;   The  road  from  Sunset  Crater  to  Wupatki  is  being  bladed 
with  a  few  more  days  of  work  to  put  the  road  in  fairly  good  condition. 
The  grader  wa?  given  a  complete  overhaul  in  the  Forest  Servioe  shop  in 
Flagstaff  the  first  of  the  month.   The  dump  truck  ie  at  present  in  the 
shop  for  overhaul  and  when  it  ie  returned  work  will  start  on  claying  bad 
sections  of  cinders  near  Sunset  Crater. 

Interpretive  Services t  With  the  Easter  holidays  coming  early  this  year 
we  had  a  sudden  rush  of  visitors  using  the  interpretive  devices  and  taking 
the  ruin  trail.  At  Wupatki  262  visitors  in  76  parties  were  oontaoted  for 
an  average  of  24  minutes  and  a  total  of  30  hours. 

Travel i     Travel  figures  showed  a  decrease  for  the  tiroe  around  the  first  of 
the  month  and  inoreased  rapidly  over  Easter  but  we  still  end  the  month  with 
a  slight  decrease  over  Maroh  1950.

Visitor  Travel t     April  travel  was  somewhat  lower  than  for  the  si 
period  last  year*     The  current  travel  year,  however,   is  running  considerably 
over  1950.     235  people  in  77  cars  this  month,     41  hours  and  85  minutes  were 
spent  in  guide  and  contact  work.     Since  campground  facilities  have  been  improved 
there  is  a  very  definite  increse  in  overnight  campers  • 

weather i     Outside  of  two  or  three  windy  days  the  weather  has  been 
unusually  mild.     A  total  of  .85  of  an  inch  of  rain  fell  during  the  month  which 
helped  materially.     Temperatures  ranged  from  a  high  ofl  79  on  the  23rd  to  a  low 
of  19  on  the  11th. 

■Project  Programs  i     Alterations  to  the  Superintendents  Residence  is 
nearing  completion^     All  exterior  covering  was  removed  from  the  entire  upper  part 
of  -tiie  building  and  two  badly  disintegrated  walls.     Total  mrea  of  over  1000  square 
feet*     Rabbit  wire  was  firmly  secured  onto  the  old  adobe  and  coatings  of  cement, 
lime  and  paint  added  according  to  specifications.     This  portion  of  the  building 
will  hold  for  many  years  to  come.     lack  of  funds  prevented  the   completion  of  the 
entire  exterior  structure. 

The  kitchen  was  stripped  completely  down  to  the  bare  adobe  walls,  and, 
metal  lath  with  coatings   of  cement  and  lime  mixtures  and  a  final  covering  of  plaster 
added.     All  new  wall  and  base  cabinets  an-3  sink,  all  aetal,  Vert   installed  includ- 
ing a  new  refigerator.     This  now  adds  a  very  attractive  unit  to  the  quarters. 
Linoleum  and  asphalt  tile  will  be  laid  as  soon  the  neoecsary  baeic  material  can 
be  obtained. 

Canyon  de  Chelly  Water  Shed  Soil  4  I'oisture  Program  will  be  completed 
upon  receipt  of  14,000  pounds  of  wire  from  the  General  Services  Administration. 

Due  to  recent  rains  we  were  able  to  do  considerable  grader  work  on  the 
roads.     Also,   several  loads  of  material  were  hauled  for  surfacing  the  roads  and 
trails.     This  work  will  continue  on  into  next  month. 

Materials  are  being  obtained  for  the  construction  of  a  new  register  and 
publications   display  case  and  new  informational  signs.

General i "Spring  is  busting  out  all  over"  in  the  Gila 
Valley;  oactii  and  wildflowera  are  blooming,  and  the  desert  is 
a  riot  of  oolorj  however,  due  to  the  very  dry  condition  of  the 
country,  it  is  net  as  beautiful  as  it  has  been  in  past  years* 

The  drouth  situation  continues  to  be  the  main  topic  of 
conversation  throughout  Arizona.  A  great  number  of  cattlemen  and 
sheepmen  are  shipping  their  livestock  to  Kansas  and  Wyoming  because 
of  the  water  shortage  and  feed  problem  (whioh  all  means  that  it  will 
be  a  few  more  years  before  we  can  afford  a  small  steak  for  dinner)* 
Time  and  Newsweek  magazines  carried  articles  about  the  Arizona 
drouth  in  their  April  issues* 


Everything  happens  to  M«  On  March  26,  this  area 
visited  by  the  Public  Lands  Subcommittee  on  Interior  and  Insular 
Affairs*  The  committee  was  in  Arizona  to  study  the  problem  of 
Arizona's  share  of  the  Colorada  River  water  «—  an  especially 
important  problem  because  of  the  drouth  —  and  to  make  the  authorisa-

ifea^her  Gond^ons 

Very  t>oor  for  visitors  but  much  lmproTod  for  the  country 
was  the  weather  story  for  April.     Persistent  cold  and  windy  weather 
on  weekends  held  trowel  down  considerably  hut  the  0.95  inch  of 
moisture,  aost  of  which  cane  in  one  very  wet  enow  on  March  5.  was 
quite  welcome.     Total  moisture  for  the  winter  is  still  below  normal 
throughout  the  mountains,  however.     Ihe  maximum  for  the  month  was 
68  on  April  23  and  the  minimum  was  0  on  April  11. 

General  Publicity 

A  picture  of  the  Great  Sand  Dunes  appeared  in  the  m&rch  10 
edition  of  France  Illustration.  This  is  a  Life-type,  Trench  picture 
publication. 

Kohabilitatlon 

The  asphalt  tile  for  the  residence  floors  was  finally  received 
and  has  been  Installed  in  one  bedroom.     Paint  has  been  removed  preparatory 
to  installation  in  the  dining  room  and  part  of  the  front  room.     I 
expect  to  lay  the  tile  in  these  rooms  during  May.     asphalt  cove  base 
for  thtsse  rooms  has  not  yet  been  received  as  the  order  could  not  be 
made  until  actual  color  of  the  tile  was  determined  after  its  receipt.

The  comfort  stations  at  the  checking  station  were  opened 

up  and  water  was  brought  into  them  and  to  the  drinking  fountain  to 

the  north. of  the  cheating  station.

iCstiaates  were  made  for  the  plumbing  work  on  the  expandable 
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trailer  and  materials  were  ordered  laet  week.  The  job  will  be  started 
this  next  week.  We  were  particularly  happy  to  receive  the  extra 
allotment  of  $200  for  this  work  as  the  cost  was  almost  twice  that 
of  my  prior  estimates. 

The  entrance  road  was  graded  twice  and  more  cleanup  along 
the  roadside  and  particularly  around  the  culverts  was  done  incidentally 
with  other  jobs. 

Approach  Roads 

Spring  thaws  did  not  affect  the  approach  road  to  any  great 
extent  and  it  remains  in  good  shape  for  that  type  of  road. 

Mr.  a.  w.  Graves  of  Monte  Vista,  who  has  the  horse  concession, 
was  here  twice  during  the  month  getting  ready  for  the  summer  activity. 
He  plans  to  bring  his  horses  in  on  May  15,  the  same  as  in  previous  years.

One  trip  was  made  to  Lionte  Vista  to  talk  with  the  Forest 
Service  officials  about  the  coming  fire  season  and  correspondence 
carried  on  with  District  Hanger  Van  Dor  en  at  Gardner  concerning  his 
fire  organisation  plans  for  this  year. 

The  Colorado  State  Historical  Society  has  placed  the  Great 
Sand  Dunes  on  their  mailing  list  for  the  Colorado  Magazine  on  an 
exchange  basis. 

Interpretive  oervioes 

Three  talks  outside  the  monument  were  given  during  the  month 
as  listed  below. 

The  firet  was  given  to  23  members  of  the  Costilla  County 
Motary  Club  at  Nlanca,  Colorado  on  March  4.  The  subject  was  "iii  story 
and  Development  of  the  National  Park  Service".

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Research  and  Observation 

The  enow  on  April  5  finally  brou^it  the  deer  down  to  lower 
elevations  and  a  number  of  tracks  have  been  seen  Just  east  of  the 
checking  station,     a  well  gnawed  deer  carcass,   death  probably  due 
to  natural  causes,   was  found  in  the  canyon  above  Mosca  3pring.

The  710  visitors  during  April  were  273  less  than  were 
recorded  in  anril  of  1980.  Cold  and  windy  weekends  contributed 
materially  to  the  decrease. 

Protection 

*  would-be  wood  hauler  from  Alamosa  was  intercepted  on 
April  3  before  he  even  had  a  chance  to  collect  his  load.     The  regulations 
were  explained  to  him  but  no  further  action  was  taken. 

Building  3flre  protection 

The  annual  inspection  of  fire  hazards  and  an  examination 
of  fire  extinguishers  were  made  on  April  23. 

J  eneral 

The  San  Luis  Valley  has  become  quite  excited  this  month 
due  to  "wild-cat"  oil  drilling.  Two  different  wells  are  being  drilled 
at  the  present  time,  one  in  the  vicinity  of  Hooper  and  another  near 
Saguache.  Prospects  are  considered  to  be  quite  favorable  according 
to  the  newspaper  accounts  of  the  enterprise.  ^  qui  an  sabe?

General.  The  Torrance  County  Singing  Convention  held 
it's  annual  get  together  at  the  Tillage  of  Gran  ^uivira  on  April  22. 
About  150  people  attended  the  day  long  festivities  enjoying  themselves 
by  singing  hymns,  eating  barbecue,  and  visiting  in  the  vicinity. 

Weather.  This  has  been  a  warm  but  windy  month.  Tem- 
peratures have  been  very  pleasant  but  extremely  high  winds  have  pre- 
vailed. Rain  totalling  .70  of  an  inch  fell  at  headquarters  with 
heavier  rains  reported  both  south  and  east  of  the  monument. 

>  Visitors  and  Inspections.  Srik  Reed,  Dale  King, 
and  Paul  Balch  on  March  29  on  excavation,  interpretation,  and  soil 
conservation  problems. 

Jack  Diehl,  Region  3,  for  a  short  visit  on  April  12. 

Regional  Director  Tillotson  stopped  in  on  April  5 
for  a  brief  inspection  and  visit. 

Visitors.  Major  Tom  Onstott  and  wife,  formerly  of 
Aztec  Ruins  National  Monument,  on  the  7th. 

Maintenance  and  Rehabilitation.  The  utilities  project 
was  completed  during  the  month.  A  deep  well  rig  was  contracted  to 
pull  the  875*  of  drop  pipe;  pipe  was  cleaned  out  and  new  sucker  rod 
replacements  made.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  completion  of  this 
project  no  new  troubles  will  arise  for  another  ten  years. 

Ruins  Stabilization.  Archeologist  Vivian  and  his 
crew  continued  work  en  the  stabilization  of  San  Buenaventura  mission 
throughout  the  month.  Walls  are  being  thoroughly  stabilized  end 
drainage  for  the  interior  Las  been  partially  completed. 

Rxcavetion.  Cleanout  of  the  small  Indian  house  mound 
directly  south  of  San  Isidro  mission  was  begun  during  the  month  with 
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■ED  ST/ 

a  looal  work  crew  of  six  men.  Approximately  25  rooms  have  been  ex- 
posed and  an  abundance  of  material  has  been  uncovered.  Acting  Archeo- 
logist  1'rancis  Elmore  has  been  working  with  Mr.  Vivian  the  past  10 
days  cataloguing  material  and  aiding  in  the  dig. 

Special  Activities.  Mr.  Sln:ore  addressed  the  Rotary 
Club  at  *.rountainair  on  April  19.  His  30  minute  illustrated  lecture, 
"National  Monuments  of  Hew  Mexico",  was  well  received  by  the  Club's 
35  members. 

Travel.  Another  travel  increase  is  reported  for  this 
month.  335  persons  in  88  cars  visited,  in  comparison  to  202  for  April 
of  1950.  Sunday,  April  22,  was  the  monuments  heaviest  travel  day  with 
99  persons  recorded  visiting  the  museum  and  viewing  the  mission. 

Interpre ti ve  Service s .  88  percent  of  ell  visitors  to 
the  area  were  contacted  this  month.  54  parties  of  277  people  were  con- 
ducted through  the  ruins  for  an  average  of  38  minutes  per  party. 
22  parties  of  56  persons  used  the  self  guiding  pamphlet. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  note  that  much  of  the  travel 
the  lact  month  or  two  has  been  people  living  within  e  radius  of  75  miles 
of  the  montoent.  The  recent  excavation  and  ruins  stabilization  project 
eeems  to  have  revived  local  interest. 

Personnel.  The  Superintendent  took  annual  leave  from 
April  16  to  23. 

Six  laborers  were  employed  this  month.  Two  of  the  six 

terminated  their  employment  before  the  month  ended.

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Status  of  Private  Lands 

The  State  of  Arizona  submitted  another  informal  list  of  lands 
which  it  desires  to  obtain  in  exchange  for  lands  within  monument 
boundaries.  This  list  included  two  sections  of  land  in  Saguaro  which 
were  never  included  in  previous  proposals.  This  will  completely 
clear  the  ~tate  of  any  holdings  in  this  area.  The  Service  has  agreed 
to  extend  grazing  priveleges  to  these  additional  sections. 

The  Hughes  Tool  Co.  is  buying  up  large  tracts  of  lands  at  an 
unprecedented  rate  in  the  Tucson  area.  This  has  caused  one  holder  of 
private  land  within  the  monument  to  remove  his  property  from  the 
market  and  a  second  property  owner  has  indicated  that  he  may  be  forced 
to  sell  to  a  private  party  even  though  he  would  rather  see  his  land 
included  in  the  monument. 

Maintenance 


The  following  trails  were  completely  rehabilitated.^  during  April*

*"eather:     Temperature  ranged  from  a  maximum  of  92  on    April  23 
to  a  minimum  of  29  on  March  29.     Precipitation  was  .74",  compared  with 
a  13  year  average  for  the  month  of  .336".     Several  showers  brought  this 
total,   refreshing  the  country  but  not  really  soaking  much  of  it.

April  of  1939  was  the  month  the  museum  here  was  dedicated,   and 
the  function  drew  huge  crovds.      Excepting  that  month,   the  highest  previous 
April  was  for  1949,   with  2,825  visitors  -  only  61.4$  of  the   current    April.

Museum  and  Tducation:        Ranker  Shirley     has  spent  free  time  this 
month     in  seeing  that  all  library  books  are  correctly  classified  by  the  Dewey 
Decimal    System,   entering  previously  unentered  books,  and  arranging  books  in 
the   shelves  according  to  the  classification  order. 

r'anp,er  Henson  has  pressed  in  triplicate  20  new  plant  specimens  for 
our  nascent  herbarium  collection. 
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ivialntenance:  Routine  maintenance  was  kept  current.  The  largest 
job  of  the  month  was  re-painting  the  interior  of  the  museum.  As  a  pre- 
liminary to  the  painting  Ollie  Barney  had  to  devise  a  method  of  his  own, 
much  superior  to  any  previous  attempts,  for  stopping  the  many  light  leaks 
around  our  furred-in  wall  cases.  Then  big  and  very  rough  boards,  hinged 
over  the  oases  to  alio"?  access  to  light  fixtures  above  them,  made  extremely 
rough  looking  by  some  predecessor  here  in  an  apparent  attempt  to  get  an 
"arty"  or  "rustic"  look,  were  worked  over  with  ^extone,  which  is  a  marvelous 
filler  for  rough  spots,  and  finally  given  Texolite.   All  museum  woodwork 
above  the  wainscoting  was  painted  the  same  very  light  blue  that  the  plastered 
walls  received,  and  the  brown  wainscoting  was  partially  re-painted.  The 
result  is  the  best  appearance  we  have  seen  in  the  museum. 

A  sturdy  box  was  made  for  fastening  into  the  pickup  truck  bed, 
a  removable  box  which  can  be  used  for  locking  up  prooerty  carried  on  field 
trips.  More  grounds  work,,  incl  uding  planting  of  additional  seedlings  of  the 
Bird  of  Taraditf*,  some  chili  plants  in  the  east  side  of  the  garden,  some 
planting  of  Dwarf  zinnias,  planting  of  two  new  agave  plants  in  the  cactus 
garden,  and  replacement  of  a  huge  dying  Maguey  on  front  of  the  museum  with 
a  younger  one  which  is  vigorous.  It  may  appear  slightly  peculiar  to  visitors 
coning  back  to  see  in  place  of  the  huge  Maguey  a  comparatively  tiny  specimen 
in  the  same  spot,  but  there  will  doubtless  be  some  wag  to  mm   inform  other 
members  of  his  party  that  the  original  plant  has  shrunk  because  of  drowth. 
A  fine  Pyracantha  lewisi  in  the  garden,  badly  infeoted  with  cottony  chshion 
scale,  was  given  a  spraying  wi thick  the  highly  poisonous  Vapotone  XX.  A 
couple  of  sick  Myrtles  have  been  given  a  Spring  tonic  and  seem  to  be  snapping 
out  of  it.  A  lot  of  dead  mes-uite  growth  has  been  pruned  from  cemetery 
mesquites. 

First  Aid:  On  the  night  of  March  31  Ranger  iienson  and  Betty  Jackson 
resoonded  to  a  first  aid  call  on  the  highway  a  short  distance  south  of  the 
monument.  Nobody  was  killed,  and  first  aid  had  already  been  tendered. 
Incidentally,  there  is  a  young  highway  patrolman  in  this  county  who  is  taking 
his  job  very  seriously.  He  gives  speeding  tickets  to  rich  and  poor  alike, 
and  anybody  involved  in  a  wreck,  if  at  fault,  gets  a  complaint  sworn  out 
against  him  for  reckless  driving.   Residents  of  the  county  are  becoming 
acutely  aware  that  there  is  a  speed  limit,  and  that  their  cars  i^ust  be  in 
safe  operating  condition. 

ArchaQolofsi  c  al  to  search ;   On  April  23  Archaeologist  Sallie  Brewer, 
of  the  iesion  Three  Office,  started  a  small  crer  of  pick  and  shovel  men 
at  the  task  of  test  trenching  a  narrow  strip  of  ground  along  our  >  est 
boundary.   This  is  to  ascertain  (fcf  there  are  sites  of  historical  or  archae- 
ologioal  significance  in  a  portion  of  the  monument  which  may  become  part  of 
the  State  Highway  Departments  right  of  way  easement  for  highway  improvement. 
Considerable  trenching  ha3  been  done  in  the  two  days  before  thin  report  is 
'  rittsn,  with  mostly  negative  results  so  far,  although  there  is  one  peculiar 
alignment  of  stone  and  burnt  adobe  which  is  to  be  investigated  further. 

general:  Monument  affairs  continue  to  tick  along  very  busily,  with 
lots  of  vieitors,  a-fl  some  quite  interested  ones.   Everything  appears  to 
me  to  be  going  well.

eived, Aroheologist  Riohert  will  complete  the  museum  exhibit  plan  for  this 
area* 

The  Superintendent  is  preparing  an  Interim  plan  for  rearrangement  of 
the  museum  exhibits  employing  the  existing  facilities*     This  plan  Intends 
to  put  seme  continuity  into  the   story  of  Tusigoot  and  change  the  present 
setup  of  multitudinous  labels  illustrated  by  artifacts  into  a  less  inter- 
rupted presentation  of  Pueblo  (Sinagua)  life  at  Tusigoot*     The  plan  will 
be  submitted  to  your  office  for  approval* 

IMPROVEMENTS   (PHYSICAL) 

The  oil   furnace  blower  was  dismantled  and  reconditioned  by  the  Super- 
intendent on  the  27th* 

Two  new  routed  roadside  directional  signs  were  installed  on  the  entrance 
road  at  the  Sycamore  Canyon  fork  1*6  miles  from  the  museum  en  the  28th* 
( SOO  VANDALISM) 

A  now  largo  and  deep  fenoe  post  mi  sot  at  the  book  gate  and  equipped 
with  a  gravity  gate  fastener* 

The  unsightly  sun-faded  cloth  *No  Hunting11  signs  were  removed  from 
the  fenoe  posts  at  the  entrance* 

Construction  of  the  wood  steps  down  from  Room  22  was  started  on  the 
50th*     Some  difficulty  was  encountered  by  the  discovery  of  a  projecting 
rock  ledge*      Instead  of  one  landing  between  two  long  flights  it  beoame 
necessary  to  build  three  flights  and  two  landings*     The  shorter  flights 
add  considerably  to  the  safety  factor* 

Material  for  this  job  was  purchased  before  the  detail  plan  for  the 
steps  to  Room  14  me  received*     Upon  receipt  of  the  plan  we  observed 
that  the  step  mountings  had  been  changed  from  the  verbal   spool fi cations 
for  wood  to  angle  Iron*     We  were  able  to  looate  some  suitable  angle  iron 
and  we  constructed  this  step  job  with  the  improved  msthod*     It  was  also 
noted  that  the  step  plan  recommends  stain  to  watch  the  rocks*     These  item* 
not  consider ed  in  the  appropriation  are  expensive* 

'While  completing  the  grading  at  top  and  bottoms  of  the  steps  we  were 
advised  to  add  an  intermediate  rail  for  the  safety  of  children* 

Following  completion  of  the  steps  on  April  14*  the  trail  was  swept 
clean  of  all  loose  gravel*  the  trail  closed  sign  was  removed  and  the 
oirouit  reopened* 
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The  empty  5  gallon  oil  oans  new  shaped  into  mete  basket*  and  given 
two  ooata  of  yellow  enamel*  These  replaoe  paper  cartons  used  for  trash 
receptacles  and  the  obviuoe  fire  hasard  is  reduced. 

The  bedroom  in  the  residents  me  repainted  on  the  18th  by  the  Super- 
intendent* Three  nails  Berkshire  Green  (Satin  Spred)  and  one  nail  Sun- 
shine Yellow  (Texolite). 

Now  home-aside  -valences  and  drapes  were  installed  as   soon  as  the  paint 
dried. 

Lower  eabinots  and  baseboards  in  the  kitohen  were  painted  a  Tile  Red 
Deok  Knaasl  shade  that  harmonises  with  both  the  tile  red  floor  and  the 
bright  red  counter  top.     Much  of  this  painting  was  done  by  the  HSWP. 

Work  was  started  on  the  excavation  of  the  sewer  lino  on  the  18th.     This 
line  is  found  to  be  covered  by  almost  7  feet  of  loose  oasoading  sand  and 
rook  at  the  revetment  mil.     This  Is  considerably  more  excavating  than 
was  expected. 

A  fine  rain  on  the  19th  prevented  any  outside  work  so  we  knocked  out 
the  routed  number  stakes  for  the  guided  trail.

Paul  F.  Spangle  reported  for  duty  on  April  15  following 
his  transfer  from  Blue  Ridge  Parkway.  Mr.  Spangle  has  worked  at 
Casa  Grande  and  spent  sevaral  seasons  at  Grand  Canyon.  7;e  are  glad 
to  welcome  the  Spangles  teturn  to  the  Southwest. 

Use  of  Monument  Facilities  by  The  Public  There  were  1769  visitors 
who  came  in  600  cars.  This  is  a  decrease  of  107  visitors  over  the 
same  period  last  year.  Contact  was  made  with  464  parties  totaling 
1396  visitors.  There  were  555  parties  including  1637  visitors  in 
the  auseum.  Picnickers  totaled  143  people  in  24  parties.  Ttyere 
were  15  visitors  in  the  Armeci  Forces.

Research  and  Observationt   The  Golden  Eagles  at  the  Citadel  have  been 
seen  ro^eril  Lines  this  month.   They  have  a  nest  in  the  side  of  the  lava 
flow  above  the  old  sink  hole  south  of  the  ruins. 

Three  antelope  and  one  porcupine  were  seen  along  the  loop  road  to 
Sunset  Crater  on  April  2. 

Three  duoks  were  noted  swimming  around  on  the  pond  at  Heiser  Spring 
the  morning  of  April  9.  Probably  a  few  tired  travelers  getting  a  rest. 

Most  of  the  wildlife  I  have  seen  so  far  has  been  limited  to  a  few 
sparrows  and  an  occasional  cottontail  and  jack  rabbit. 

Ranger  Service  1     Superintendent  Brueck  was  on  annual  leave  from  April  3 
to  17  inc.  A  new  bojr  was  added  to  the  family  at  Kanab,  Utah  on  April  9. 

A  flagpole  was  ereoted  on  April  4  by  Ranger  Walker  and  a  flag  is 
now  flying  at  Wupatki  for  the  first  time.

Forest  Fire  Protection!   One  small  fire  started  by  an  abandoned  oampfire 
was  extinguished  by  Monument  personnel  on  April  2  at  7i00  F.K.  The  fire 
was  on  the  Coconino  National  Forest  and  the  forest  service  was  notified 
the  next  morning  so  they  could  check  it.  The  Forest  Service  now  has  two 
fire  towers  in  operation  due  to  the  extreme  dry  forest  conditions.

Subject!  Monthly  Narrative  Report  -  Hupatki  and  Sunset  Crater  National 
Monuments 

Heathen  The  long  dry  spell  was  finally  broken  with  a  few  showers  this 
month  that  totaled  .32  inohes.  Every  little  bit  helps  and  vegetation 
does  seam  a  bit  greener  since  the  rain.  There  have  been  quite  a  few 
days  of  high  winds.  The  maximum  temperature  for  the  month  was  83  on 
April  14  with  a  minimum  of  29  on  April  11.  The  flow  of  the  Little 
Gelorado  River  has  almost  stopped  which  is  making  it  quite  hard  for  the 
Navajo  Indians  who  depend  on  it  this  time  of  the  year  for  their  sheep. 

Maintenance t  With  some  rain  this  month  it  was  possible  to  blade  some 
of  the  bad  wash  board  out  of  the  Sunset  Crater  entrance  road  and  to 
pack  some  of  the  olay  plating  between  Sunset  Crater  and  hupatki.  The 
Wupatkl  entrance  road  did  not  get  much  rain  and  it  is  still  very  dry 
with  quite  a  bit  of  wash  board. 

The  ruins  trails  at  Wupatkl  and  the  Citadel  were  worked 
over  April  2  and  4. 

A  drinking  fountain  was  installed  outside  of  the  offioe 
to  replace  the  old  fauoet  and  has  proved  very  popular. 

The  dump  truck  was  overhauled  by  the  Forest  Service  shop 
in  Flagstaff  and  is  now  back  on  the  job  olay  plating  the  roads  where 
needed.  It  looks  like  the  hard  work  and  efforts  of  maintenanoeman  Joe 
Bean  are  beginning  to  pay  off.  I  am  sure  we  will  be  able  to  keep  the 
Sunset  Crater -Wupatkl  loop  road  open  for  traffic  both  ways  this  spring. 

Interpretive  Servioesi  At  Wupatkl  466  visitors  in  150  parties  were 
oontaoted  for  an  average  of  19  minutes  and  a  total  of  48  hours. 

Travel i  Travel  figures  showed  a  decrease  of  only  4  people  for  the  month, 
Sunset  Crater  travel  showed  an  increase  of  202  people  but  there  were 
frequent  groups  of  local  people  making  trips  to  the  area  which  can 
account  for  some  of  the  increase.  Considering  Easter  holidays  cams  in 
April  last  year  with  heavy  travel  we  figure  we  did  good  to  break  even 
this  month.  On  April  22,  20  oars  were  reoorded  whioh  is  the  most  in  one 
i  day  so  far  this  year.

.leather  Conditions 


Although  some  relief  from  the  continued  drought  came  to 
surrounding  areas  weather  here  continued  extremely  dry  with  only  .14 
inches  of  moisture.   Many  windy  and  dusty  days  were  experienced  but 
temperatures  remained  a  little  cooler  than  normal.  The  minimum  was 
2S  degrees  and  the  maximum  temperature  was  S9  degrees. 

Administration 

The  Superintendent  attended  two  road  meetings  at  hie  own 
expense  during  the  month.   On  May  7  he' attended  the  State  Convention 
of  the  Highway  66  association  at  Grants,  New  Mexico  and  on  May  15th  a 
meeting  of  all  of  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  delegates  from  towns  bordering 
the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  being  to 
discuss  proposed  road  development  on  the  Reservation  with  Indian  Service 
officials,  and  to  promote  the  concerted  efforts  of  the  various  delegates 
in  working  for  the  Indian  Service  program  as  a  whole.    great  deal  was 
accomplished  by  the  meeting  in  bringing  to  agreement  conflicting  opinions 
and  should  bring  results  in  better  roads.   Delegates  attended  from 
Cortez;  Mancos,  and  Durango,  Colorado.  New  Mexico  was  represented  by 
Gallup,  Farndngton,  and  Aztec.  Arizona  by  delegations  from  iinslow, 
St. Johns,  Hdlbrook,  and  Flagstaff.  Utah  by  a  delegate  from  lloab. 
Mr.  Allan  G.  Harper,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Navajo  Agency,  and  Mr. 
Harold  Johnson,  -load  Supervisor  represented  the  Navajo  Service. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in  other  administrative 
duties  concerned  with  the  issuing  of  bids  for  the  new  quarters,  etc. 

Maintenance 

ater  piping  beneath  the  surface  of  the  road  on  both  approaches 
to  the  bridge  had  formed  large  caverns  which  were  discovered, when  inspecting 
the  bridge.   These  were  repaired  and  filled  with  rock  rubble  and  nev:  sur- 
facing placed  on  the  road.  Several  more  £#£  wpo  ±astaxM   and  the  Ioom 
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rocks  removed  from  the  roads.  Culverts  \mve   cleaned  and  other  road  repair 
accomplished. 

Approximately  2,115  feet  of  two  inch  water  pipe  along  with  valves 
and  unions  liave  been  recovered  from  the  eld  CCC  site.  Vher.  is  an  undeterm 
ninable  amount  of  1^  inch  and  smaller  pipe  yet  to  be  recovered. 

U. 3. 1-31800  and  U3 1-3178/*  wore  taken  to  Parrnington  for  repair  as  will 
other  pieces  of  equipment  be  when  time  permits. 

Soil  and  Moisture 

The  3oil  and  ibisture  project  has  been  completed  as  far  as  available 
funds  permitted.    Cornnwn  willow  cuttings  were  made  and  planted  as  well 
as  man/  cable  and  tree  structures  installed.  Repair  and  additions  were 
also  made  to  existing  jetties.  A  crew  of  from  four  to  seven  Ilavajo 
workmen  have  been  employed  on  this  and  other  projects.    The  ?eachleaf 
ilow  plantings  made  in  April  are  leafing  out  nicely  but  unless  we  get 
some  moisture  soon  it  is  doubtful  ^hat  they  will  all  survive.

Pueblo  Benito.   There  were  2A  TSuseum  contact;-;  totaling  115  persons.

Subject;  Monthly  Narrative  Report  for  May  1951 

Yoather.  This  month  has  been  very  dry  and  daily  high  winds 
were  received.  Precipitation  totalled  .11  of  an  inch  for  the  month, 
certainly  not  enough  to  settle  the  dust.  Maximum  temperature  averaged 
about  80  degrees  and  the  minimum  about  40  degrees.  The  area  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  monument  appears  to  be  in  one  of  the  worst  drought 
periods  in  years.  Spotty  rains  are  received  but  too  infrequently  to 
insure  good  range  conditions. 

Cooperating  Governmental  Agencies.  The  New  Mexico  Game 
and  Fish  Department  are  conducting  a  survey  of  range  conditions  of 
the  Chupadera  Mesa.  Game  Ranger  Earl  Turner  visited  on  the  15th  and 
mentioned  plans  of  the  Department  to  take  a  deer  count  on  the  game 
refuge  which  lies  5  to  30  miles  south  of  the  monument. 

District  Ranger  Euel  C.  Nave,  U.S.  Forest  Service,  has 
replaced  Ranger  Harlan  Johnson,  on  the  Cibola  National  Forest.  Ranger 
Nave,  formerly  of  Coronado  National  Forest  which  adjoins  Chirlcahua 
National  Monument,  called  at  the  monument  to  renew  an  old  acquaintance- 
ship with  the  Superintendent. 

Inspections,  iiessre.  John  Davis,  Ray  Lasslter,  Jerome 
Miller  and  Tom  Vint  spent  most  of  May  2  inspecting  the  area  and  visiting 
Abo  and  Queral  State  Monuments. 

Dr.  Erik  Reed  on  May  3  to  Inspect  the  ruins  stabilization 
and  excavation  projects. 

Special  Activities.  The  Superintendent  attended  a  Chamber 
of  Commerce  banquet  held  in  :  ountainair  on  May  2.  New  Mexico1 ■  Governor 
Ed  Mechem,  the  principal  speaker,  discussed  tourist  travel  in  the  State 
and  the  improvement  of  the  highway  system. 

Trails.  The  Mission  Trail  was  extended  to  Include  the 
recently  exceveted  Indian  house  mound  and  kiva.  This  new  portion  of 
trail  provides  the  visitor  an  opportunity  for  an  overall  view  of  the

exposed  rooms  end  also  access  into  the  rooms  themselves,  A  protective 
barrier  chain  was  placed  around  the  kiva  for  the  safety  of  the  visitor. 

Two  inaerts  to  the  current  self  snide  pamphlet  were 
prepared  during  the  month*  These  were  edited  and  mimeographed  by  the 
Naturalist's  office  and  have  been  included  in  the  self  guiding  tour. 

Excavation  and  Ruins  stabilisation.  The  stabilization  of 
San  Buenaventura  mission  was  completed  by  Archeologist  Vivian  and  his 
crew  on  May  3.  Surface  drainage  was  provided  for  the  church  and  mon- 
astery, wall  veneer  stabilized  with  caliche  and  cement,  and  much  patching 
performed.  A  small  work  crew  continued  on  cleanup  through  May  19. 

The  excavation  work  on  the  Indian  pueblo  carried  on  in 
conjunction  with  the  mission  stabilization  was  completed  also  this  month. 
Many  of  the  artifacts  uncovered  by  Mr.  Vivian  have  been  placed  in  the 
temporary  exhibit  room  and  the  remainder  in  storage  in  the  equipment 

shed. 

In  addition  to  the   stabilization  and  excavation  work,  Mr. 
Vivien  and  crew  partially  cleaned  out  the  interior  of  the  nave  of  San 
Vsidro  mission.     The  excevatlon,  carried  on  in  the  sanctuary  section 
of  the  church,  revealed  the  remnants  of  several  small  rooms,   a  side 
altar,  pulpit,  and  several  other  architectural  details.     It  would  appear 
from  these  findings  that  San  Yaidro,  of  the  two  churches  In  this  Indian 
village,  had  received  the  most  extensive  use.     As  time  permits,  monument 
personnel  will  continue  the  cleanout  of  the  rt'St  of  the  nave. 

Travel ,     A  31  percent  Increase  in  travel  was  recorded  this 
month.     252  persons  in  75  cars  visited  the  area,   80  percent  of  these 
Kew  Mexico  residents  and  20  percent  out-of -State. 

Interpretive  Services.     The  Interpretive  program  has  been 
expanded  to  include,   within  the  conducted  and   self  guiding  trail  trips, 
that  portion  of  the  village  reoently  excavated.     173  persons   in  50 
parties  were  conducted  through  the  ruins  for  an  average  of  44  minutes 
per  party.     242  persons  visited  the  museum  and  20  parties  of  79  persons 
used  the  self  guiding  trail  pamphlet.     240  of  the  monuments  252  visitors

"ea^her  Conditions 

Beautiful  week-day  weather  with  oold  windy  weekends  was 
the  weather  story  for  May.     Only  one  nice  Sunday  has  come  along  in 
the  last  seren  weeks  and  travel  was  reduced  considerably  as  a  result. 
The  maximum  temperature  was  75°  on  May  20,   the  minimum  was  22°  on 
May  2,   and  0.26  inches  of  rain  fell  in  light  showers  during  the  month. 
Several  H«irytt  thunder  stones  were  experienced. 

Inspections 

Naturalist  Lea  Amber ger  visited  us  May  11  and  12.     Lee  was 
of  particular  help  in  getting  me  straightened  out  on  the  fact  file 
and  was  of  general  assistance  in  a  great  many  more  ways  than  he 
reali  sed.

jivery  possible  minute  I   could  find  was  spent  during  th<>  month 
on  rehabilitation  and  maintenance.     The  rest  of  the  paint  was  removed 
from  the  front  room  and  bedroom  floors  and  the  asphalt  tile  is  now 
completely  installed  throughout  the  house.     Asphalt  cove  base  samples 
were  finally  received  yesterday  and  the  final  order  and  selection  is 
now  made.     I  hope  to  receive  it  within  the  nest  couple  of  weeks  and 
get  this  Job  out  of  the  way. 

The  cupboard  doors  have  been  received  from  Wallrtch  Lumber 
Company  but  are  not  yet  Installed. 

Maintenance 

1  e  water  storage  reservoir  at  the  Lower  Mo  sea  Greek  Camp- 
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ground  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  water  was  turned  on  for  public  use 
on  April  30.     The  large  full  pane  windows  in  the  offioe  were  reset  to 
eliminate  cracks  and  a  touchup  coat  of  paint  was  given  the  outside 
woodwork  preparatory  to  a  full  coat  I  hope  to  put  on  next  week. 

The  materials  for  the  plumbing  work  on  the  expandable  trailer 
arrived  the  first  of  the  month  and  eight  days  were  spent  helping  Mr. 
iieaberg  of  Alamosa  put  in  the  bathroom  plumbing  and  fixtures,   grease- 
trap,   and  outside  soilpipe  connections  to  the  cesspool.     The  bath- 
room partition  in  the  trailer  was  put  in.     Y/hile  he  was  here,  Mr. 
Seaberg  helped  me  clean  out  the  drainpipe  from  the  laundry  tubeon 
the  back  porch  of  the  house  which  are  now  in  use  for  the  first  time 
since  my  arrival.     Mr.  Romberg  tells  me  that  the  trouble,  which  had 
completely  plugged  over  30  feet  of  pipe,   will  recur  until  the  kitchen 
sink  is  diverted  through  a  grease  trap  before  entering  the  main  line. 

The  entrance  road  was  graded  twice  and  at  the  end  of  the 
month  is  in  the  best  shape  it  has  been  in  this  winter.     Cleanup  of 
the  campground  assumed  summer  magnitude  as  school  groups  found  nap- 
kins and  papers  impossible  to  control  during  the  high  winds. 

Concessioner 

The  ^.   i.   Graves  Saddle  Horse  Company  brought  in  their 
horses  on  May  15.     'Hie  proper  insurance  was  secured  before  operation 
began  from  the  same  company  which  furnished  it  last  year.     Business 
has  been  very  ^.ocr  so  far  due  to  the  slow  travel  and  poor  weather.

Hesearch  a^L  enervation 

Les  Arnberger  helped  me  straighten  out  the  observation  .section 
of  my  fact  file  and  a  great  many  spring  observations  of  birds,  flowering 
dates,  and  the  like  are  now  entered.     17  different  species  of  flowering 
plants  were  collected  during  the  month  for  forwarding  to  the  National 
Museum. 

Many  deer  observations  were  made  as  they  moved  down  into   the 
flats  from  the  high  mountains  at  the  time  the  browse  became  green.     They 
are  almost  without  exception  in  excellent  shape  and  went  through  the 
winter  very  well.     This  was  probably  due  to  the  mild  dry  winter. 

Dr.  Craft,  head  of  the  biology  department  at  -adama  State 
College,   spent  yes  tar  day  helping  me  rsork  out  the  proposed  nature  trail. 
In  doing  so,  he  located  at  least  16  different  species  of  mown  in  the 
300  yeard  stretch  aldng  Mosoa  Creek  in  which  we  propose  to   locate  the 
nature  trail.     Dr.  Craft  now  proposes  to  do  a  thorough  study  of  the 
mouses  of  the  area  due  to  the  interest  generated  by  yesterdays  work. 

Two  of  our  three  known  native  lizard  species  have  been  observed 
enjoying  the  spring  sunshine. 

The  decrease  of  83  visitors  was  due  mainly  to   the  cold  winds 
blowing  on  each  weekend  as  if  by  schedule.     The  trend  of  the  travel  the 
past  week  has  been  decidedly  toward  the  genuine  out-of-state  tourist. 

Ejection, 

A  temporary  flurry  of  interest  in  uranium  brought  several 
prospectors  to  the  monument  looking  for  a  purported  body  of  ore  on 
Section  15  Just  below  arrastre  Canon.  The  regulations  were  explained 
to  them  and  the  Alamosa  County  records  were  checked,  to  be  cure  that 
no  claim  had  been  filed  contrary  to  regulations.  This  has  been  covered 
by  special  memorandum.  Check  of  the  Saguache  County  records  will  be 
made  this  next  week.

General 

It  appeared  that  ■  ??other  nature  ■  was  undecided  an  to  whether 
summer  should  begin  in  May  or  not.  A  number  of  days  felt  like  good 
old  Arizona  summer  tirae  but  two  storms  in  the  beginning  and  middle 
of  the  month  sent  temperatures  downward.  Approximately  Id  inches 
of  snow  fell  at  Manning  Camp  on  April  29  and  SO  and  good  rains  occured 
at  headquarters  on  those  days.  More  sleet  and  snow  occured  on  May  14 
in  the  forested  area.  The  burning  index  was  dormant  to  moderate 
throughout  the  month  except  for  one  high  reading  on  May  12. 

A  later  blooming  period  of  the  cactuses  has  caused  increased 
travel  during  May.  Travel  decreases  sustained  in  April  wore  off-set 
by  Increased  travel  during  May.  Travel  for  the  year  to  date,  is  very 
near  the  total  travel  for  the  1950  Travel  Year. 

The  ©actus  area  was  a  riot  of  color  during  the  latter  two  weeks 
of  the  month  with  prickly  pears,  ocotillos,  and  choUas  holding  the 
spotlight.  A  goodly  number  of  Sagnaros  were  also  in  blossom  and 
received  the  attention  of  many  photographers.

Messrs.  Vint,  Cornell,  Lassiter,  Davis,  and  Jerome  Miller  made 
an  official  inspection  of  Saguaro  National  Monument  on  April  28.  The 
Master  Plan  and  development  of  the  new  headquarters  site  vrere  discussed 
in  detail.  It  was  the  concensus  of  the  field  party  that  the  new  head- 
quarters site  should  be  in  action  29,  thus  affording  an  excellent  view 
of  the  cactus  forest  from  the  headquarters  area* 

The  superintendent  spent  two  days  in  the  forested  area  inspecting 
trails  and  various  facilities. 

status  of  Private  Lands . 

The  fBrvice  is  fortunate  to  have  secured  options  on  section  S, 
(  Freeman  property  )  and  section  29  (  Ellison  property  )  during  the 
course  of  the  month*  The  options  were  secured  in  the  amount  of  the 
appraised  value  of  the  lands.  Most  real  estate  values  have  skyrocketed 
since  the  appraisals  were  made  because  of  the  acquisition  of  large 
tracts  of  lands  by  the  Hughes  Electronics  company. 

General  Publicity 

The  April  28,  1951  edition  of  the  Arizona  Farmer  carried  a  long 
article  on  the  bacterial  necrosis  of  the  Giant  Saguaros.  The  article, 
like  many  previous  ones  on  the  same  subject,  indicates  that  Saguaro 
plants  are  on  the  way  out  as  dominant  species  of  cacti.  The  writer 
has  apparently  not  visited  Saguaro  National  Monument  where  hundreds 
of  young  plants  may  be  observed  on  the  west  and  south  slopes  of  the 
Tanque  Verde  Mountains. 

Maintenance 


The  cactus  loop  road  v;as  graded  periodically  following  the  rains 
and  is  in  good  condition. 

The  Mud  springs  Trail  from  spud  Hock  Ranger  station  to  our  east 
boundary,  was  completely  rehabilitated  during  the  month.  This  trail 
was  In  very  poor  condition  and  required  considerable  work  to  restore 
it  to  first  class  condition. 

Rehabilitation  was  also  accomplished  on  the  lower  two  miles  of 
the  Happy  Saddle  Trail  during  the  early  part  of  the  month.

Weather t     Kost  of  the  month  was  cloudy  with  oool  and  windy  weather* 
it  looked  like  winter  was  arriving  a  little  late  this  year  with  1  inoh 
of  enow  on  the  ground  the  morning  of  May  15*  We  got  some  much  needed 
moisture  for  a  total  precipitation  of  ,95  inohes  for  the  month*  Snow 
and  rain  for  a  total  of  *81  inohes  fell  in  one  day  on  May  15,  Minimum 
for  the  month  was  32  degrees  on  May  15  with  a  maximum  of  96  degrees  on 
May  28*  High  winds  dried  everything  out  quite  fast  the  latter  part  of 
the  month. 

Maintenance i  With  quite  a  bit  of  moisture  it  was  possible  to  blade  the 
entire  Wupetki-Sunset  Crater  loop  road  and  it  is  in  good  condition  at  p 
present*  Clay  plating  is  being  done  now  from  Doney  Mountain  to  Wupatki 
and  then  work  will  be  started  on  plating  bad  holes  in  the  cinders  near 
Sunset  Crater*  Rocky  plaoes  were  covered  on  both  sides  of  the  Citadel* 

The  entire  roof  on  the  oatchnient  tank  at  Heiser  caved  in 
filling  the  tank  with  cinders,  timbers  and  other  debris*  The  old  roof 
had  about  1  foot  of  dirt  on  top  of  the  planking*  A  new  roof  was  put 
on  May  9  and  just  an  inoh  of  dirt  sprinkled  over  the  tar  paper*  The 
water  line  had  been  in  bad  shape  with  no  pressure  for  some  time  so  with 
all  the  debris  in  the  lines  we  replaced  the  old  line  with  180  feet  of 
2  inoh  pipe  and  80  feet  of  3/4  inoh*  The  pressure  loss  could  be  under- 
stood when  examing  the  old  pipe*  The  pipe  itself  was  not  bad  but  every 
coupling,  elbow  or  valve  was  almost  completely  olosed  up  to  a  hole 
about  the  sise  of  a  pencil.  This  job  completed  on  May  16  has  more  then 
doubled  the  pressure  in  the  residences  at  Heiser* 

The  old  light  plant  building  at  Heiser  was  removed  before  the 
wind  removed  what  was  left  of  it  and  a  larger  building  that  was  obtained 
from  Walnut  Canyon  put  in  its  place*  There  is  quite  a  bit  more  room  to 
move  around  in  and  get  at  the  motor  to  service  it* 

Some  time  was  spent  on  removing  the  plywood  from  the  inside 
of  the  old  CCC  building* 
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Wupatki  National  Monument

Travel i     Travel  figures  showed  a  slight   decrease  at  Wupatki  of  only 
lb  people  for  the  month.     The  weather  had  a  lot  to  do  with   it  with  2 
snow  storms  and  cold  and   quite  a  few  windy  days*     Twenty  oars  in  one 
day  is  etill  the  most  we  have  had.     The  large  decrease  at  Sunset 
Crater  is  due  partly  to  the  bad  weather  and  partly  due  to  the  fact  we 
had  a  man  on  duty  the  entire  month  this  year*     Last  year  the  travel  for 
may  was  taken   from  the  register  and  then  a  certain  percent  added  for 
non-registrants.     It  looks  from  the  actual  count  as  if  we  are  going  to 
have  to  revise  our  percent  of  non-registrants  and  perhaps  out  it  down 
quite  a  bit.     Looks  like  more  people  are  registering  then  we  think. 

The  month  of  May  showed  a  total  of  295  oars  and  752  people. 
This  is  59  oars  mora  and   10  people   less  then  May  last  year.     Travel 
for   the   year  still  shows  an  increase.

issioner,  states  there,,  395  notices   of  intention  to  sink 
new  wells, on. file  In  his  office  at  this  tine*  At  present 
there  are  539  wells  functioning  in  the  Gila  and  Santa- 
Cruz  river  groundwater  basin*  Testimony  at  a  public 
hearing  held  at  Casa  Grande  showed  that  in  the  Stanfield 
Maricopa  district   of  the  basin  underground  water  is  being 
pumped   out  at  a  rate  37  tiines  that   of  annual  replenishment* 

A  strong  underground  water  code, like   any  other 
restrictive   lav/,  can  come   only  when  people  understand  the 
danger  and  want  to  have  uniform  restraints   imposed   on 
the  whole   community.

The  eerere  drought  continuee  and  efforts  of  rainmakers 
liave  proved  fruitless  in  causing  any  precipitation  in  this  vicinity. 
lot  oven  atrace  of  moisture  was  recorded  during  June,  Hot,  windy 
weather  has  prevailed  thrurut  the  month.  Maximum  temperatures  were 
mostly  above  85  with  a  high  of  94  degreoe.  The  minliasn  temperature 
was  31  degrees. 

Administration 

11  administrative  work  tfiat  comes  with  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year  has  been  kept  fairly  current  in  spite  of  pressure  of 
other  duties* 

Parte  ranger  Slraore  returned  to  duty  on  June  19th  and* 
HAS  Guide  illiamr,  was  terminated  and  rehired  as  Laborer  foreman. 


Ilueh  work  was  accomplished  during  the  month.  The  road  at 
the  top  of  the  big  Mil  was  surfaced  with  gravel  and  general  repair 
was  made  to  other  spots  to  the  extent  of  available  funds*  Trails  i*re 
cleaned  and  repaired  around  the  office  and  to  Pueblo  Donito.  A  parking 
area  and  3elf -guiding  trail  was  made  around  the  B.C.  sites  and  to 
Casa  Rineonada.

General 

1th  tho  exception  of  a  weak  lone  WOT  spell,  days  and  nights 
were  pleasant  during  the  month  of  June,   "outhern  Arizona  residents 
and  visitors  enjoyed  the  lower  maximum  temperatures  and  increased 
visitation  to  Saguaro  wa3  reflected  in  the  travel  figures. 

There  is  every  indication  that  summer  time  travel  to  southern 
Arizona  is  becoming  more  popular  and  hot  weather  is  no  longer  a 
substantial  factor  in  deterring  visitors  to  these  climes. 

The  display  of  Saguaro  blossoms  was  spectacular  throughout  the 
cactus  forest,  attracting  both  amatuer  and  professional  photographers. 

A  record  day  for  visitors  was  established  on  June  2  when  613 
persons  visited  the  monument;  needless  to  say,  our  facilities  were 
bursting  at  the  seams. 

The  annual  fire  control  training  conference  for  this  area  was 
held  at  Manning  Camp  over  the  period  June  13  and  14,  reports  indicate 
a  aoat  successful  conference. 

The  annual  Tucson  Chamber  of  Commerce  picnic  was  held  at  saguaro 
on  Juno  5,  the  superintendent  and  his  family  attended  as  guests  of  the 
group. 

Saguaro  National  Monument  momentarily  became  an  international 
cross-road  on  June  17,  when  Dr.  Guiseppe  rwortecci,  Director  of  the 
Zoological  Institute,  University  of  Genoa,  Italy,  met  Dr.  Nadir 
Giannitrapani  of  Milan,  Italy,  at  our  headquarters  office.

Messrs.  Leon  Doerner  and  Donnld  Dtxon  entered  on  duty  a3  Fire 
Control  Aides  on  June  1,  1951  bringing  the  fire  control  organization 
to  full  complinent.  The  Mica  Mt.  Fire  Tower  has  been  manned 
regularly  since  that  date  as  well  as  daily  patrols  to  the  several 
secondary  lookouts. 

The  annual  fire  control  training  conference  was  held  at  Manning 
Camp  over  the  period  June  13  -  14.  In  addition  to  local  personnel, 
we  were  favored  with  the  presence  of  Assistant  Regional  Forester 
Ratcliff,  Ranger  Grover  E.  Steele,  Organ  Pipe  Cactus;  and  Ranger 
Cliff  Geynard,  Chiricahua.  There  was  every  Indication  of  a  most 
succesful  conference  as  evidenced  by  the  enthusiasm  of  the  trainees. 
Good  discussion  ensued  on  eaoh  phase  of  fire  control;  likewise  the 
practical  applications  of  various  techniques  of  fire  control  were 
well  received,  a  small  fire  was  set  (with  due  precnution)  near 
Manning  Camp  and  was  suppressed  by  the  trainees.  This  fire  was  also 
observed  from  the  Mice  Mt.  Tower,  and  dispatching  and  reporting 
procedures  were  simulated.

Weather:     It  has  been  a  little  dry  this  month,  with  precipitation 
of  .000",   compared  with  th*  average  rainfall  of   .25"   in  June  for  the  past 
13  years.     Temperature  reached  a  balmy  high  of  107  on  May  26,   a  low  of  45 
on  June  9  and  June  10.     San  Juan,  who  is  traditionally  supposed  to  rcake  it 
rain  in  the  border  country  and  southward  on  June  84,   failed  to  deliver  the 
goods  tM.s  time. 

During  the  month  the  Santa  Cruz  Valley  Ground  'Vater  Users 
Association  was  formed,   with  the  organizing  meoting  held  a  fe^r^  day3  ago  at 
Kinsley's,   10  miles  north  of  here.     This  Pima  and  ^anta  Cruz  counties  group 
will  endeavor  to  work  out  ways  and  means,   and  propose  legislation  if  necessary, 
to   see  that  uora  economical  use  is  made  of  ground  water  resources  of  this 
drainage.

On  reviewing  visitor  attendance  during  the  past  12  months, 
it  becomes  clearly  apparent  that  Tumacacori  National  Monument  in  no  lonper 
a  "winter"  monument.   It  is  a  "12  months  a  year"  monument,   ^ur  "slack"  season 
in  the   sunraer,  when  of  old  we  got  caught  up  on  things  which  had  hung  fire 
during  the  busiest  months,   is  no  longer  slack.   It  is  simply  a  little  quieter 
than  winter. 

Part  of  our  phenomenal  visitor  increase  of  late  months 
can  be  attributed  to  nev  ma  defense   industries  in  Tucson,   and   to   the  re- 
occupation  of  Fort  Huachuca.     However,   we  arc  convinceC  mest   or  the   travel 
increase  is  in  bona  fide  tourists,  who  are  deciding  southern  Arizona  ir,  not 
too  hot  for  summer  vacationing.

Interpretive  Service:  1106  persons  went  on  205  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receiving  an  average  of  35.22  minutes  per  trip. 
2886  persons  received  combined  Information  and  Interpretation  Service,  and 
2923  saw  the  museum  and  patio  garden. 

Museum  and  Education:  During  scant  periods  of  opportunity,  hanger 
Henson  has  continued  the  task  of  collecting  and  pressing  plants  to  get  our 
herbarium  collection  started,  and  of  posting  blooming,  fruiting  dates,  etc., 
to  plant  cards  in  our  fact  file. 

The  superintendent  has  done  some  posting  of  information  to  our 
historical  fact  file  cards,  and  a  lot  of  work  on  fiscal  paper  work.  I  am 
beginning  to  believe  a  monument  superintendent  should  be  a  C.P.A* 

After  many  years  of  suggesting  to  literary  visitors  that  they  allow 
the  Park  Service,  when  convenient,  to  check  articles  on  Service  areas  for 
factual  accuracy,  I  finally  had  one  chicken  come  hone  to  roost.  X  Miss  leula 
M.  "  adsworth,  of  Tucson,  wrote  asking  a  number  of  questions  about  ™umacacori, 
so  that  she  could  write  an  article  about  the  area  for  Desert  M-^azine.  A 
lengthy  historical  reply  was  made.  Then  she  came  to  visit  the  monument. 
I  gave  her  all  the  information  I  could.  Then  she  went  home  and  wrote  the 
article,  and  sent  me  a  carbon  copy  of  it,  asking  that  I  correct  anything  that 
needed  correcting.  This  was  done.  We  may  now  anticipate  that  a  forthcoming 
issue  of  Desert  Magazine  will  have  a  very  accurate  article  on  Tumacacori. 

As  result  of  a  field  trip  to  northern  Sonora  missiou  churches  in  May, 
the  superintendent  has  written  a  report,  which  has  already  been  submitted 
through  channels.  In  conpliance  with  the  desire  of  Governor  Ignaeio  Soto,  of 
Sonora,  detailed  attention  was  given  in  the  report  to  stabilization  possibili- 
ties at  Cocospera  Mission,  in  Cocospera  Vaiiey,  Sonora.  Because  a  new  road  is 
being  built  between  Cananea  and  Imuris,  which  will  pass  directly  by  the  historic 
old  church,  Governor  Soto  is  hopeful  the  ruined  structure  can  be  restored. 
Mr.  Leopold©  G.  Orquides,  Governor  of  the  Magdalene  and  Cananea  Dions  Clubs, 
told  us  that,  his  organization  has  requested  permission  of  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment to  restore  the  church. 

Through  the  office  of  General  Superintendent  Davie  we  were  able  to 
secure  a  copy  of  the  National  Park  Service  Stabilization  iianual.  This  we 
were  able  to  send  to  Governor  Soto,  with  a  copy  of  the  field  trip  report. 
Another  copy  of  the  field  trip  report  was  sent  to  -»enor  Lrquides. 

T'e  have  prof  erred  any  advisory  assistance  to  the  Sonora  authorities 
that  we  may  be  able  to  give  in  regard  to  stabilization  of  Cocospera  Mission, 
and  we  feel  immensely  encouragec.  that  our  neighbors  to  the  south  are  about 
to  do  something  to  preserve  some  of  their  priceless  historic  sites.  We  hope 
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that  stabilization  of  Cocospera  vdll  be  only  a  beginning,  and  that  we  will 
live  to  ao.a   i  Ion i   range  3onoran  program  aimed  tov.ard  protection  and  preser- 
vation of  raun>  other  of  their  hbmeb*1***  historic  sites,  The  Sonoran  pocpie 
arc  deserving  of  any  cooperation  we  can  legitimately  give  toward  realization 
of  such  an  ideal. 

As  was  hoped,  mastication  and  digestion  of  historic  data  obtained  on 
the  donors:  field  trip  are  basftnnl&g  to  bear  results  in  improvement  of  the 
interpretive  story  being  told  here  by  hunger  ^nson  and  myself. 

maintenance:  A  large  part  of  Waintenanceman  Barney's  tine  this 
month  has  bean  spent  on  removal  of  the  heavy  coat  of  gravel  <vhich  had  covered 
our  parking  area,  entrance  road  spurs,  service  road,  and  the  mission  trail. 
This  has  been  accompanied  by  patching  holes  and  rough  places  with  emulsified 
asphalt.  Much  watering  of  plants  has  been  necessary.  Some  patoh  plastering 
was  done  on  the  porch  bedroom  of  the  Residence  "o.  1.  Interior  of  this  room 
was  painted,  gratis,  by  Jackson  boys,  under  supervision  of  the  raaintcmanceman. 
A  large  olive  tree  in  the  patio  garden  which  had  been  sick  for  a  long  time  was 
dug  up  and  removed.  Hoot  samples  sent  to  the  university  of  Arizona  showed 
infection  v.ltn  a  disease  which  normally  does  not  seem  to  attack  olives. 
Pruning  of  dead  growth,  sulnhur  dusting  for  mildew,  spraying  for  various  insect 
pests,  was  done.  He-roofing  of  the  "Varehouse"  was  completed,  "he  vater  system 
was  tested,  and  found  to  be  produoing  barely  enough  water  for  dry  weather  needs, 
with  no  margin  for  safety.   A  pump  expert  is  due  to  call  here  this  week  to 
discuss  best  methods  of  improving  our  water  production. 

Personnel:  Archaeologist  Brewer,  of  the  Hegion  III  jffice,  helped  us 
during  parts  of  thBee  days  in  the  early  part  of  the  month,  with  contact  work 
and  library  and  research  problems. 

Ollie  Barney  was  011  sick  leave  for  11  hours. 
Ranger  &enson  was  on  annual  leave  for  3  hours. 
.'up't.  Jackson  was  Ml  .mnuul  leave  for  12  hours. 

General :   -very&hing  seems  to  be  going  all  right  hers.  But  how  in  the 
heck  does  one  manage  to  put  more  than  24  hours  into  a  day  and  night?  Always 
we  are  so  busy,  even  in  this  "slack"  suraner  season,  that  we  vonder,  one  day 
to  the  next,  how  we  will  manage  to  find  time  enough  to  do  everything  that 
should  be  done.  The  eight  hour  day  is  a  pleasant  myth.

The  water  pressure  fell  to  a  new  low  on  June  17  and  inspection 
of  the  line  failed  to  reveal  a  leak  on  the  surface.     The  guage  indicated 
on  the  19th  that  89,000  gallons  of  water  had  passed  thru  it.     We  recruit-

Weather i  The  weather  oontinuee  very  dry  with  no  precipitation  reoorded 
for  the  month.  The  maximum  temperature  to  date  waa  97  degrees  on  June 
17  and  a  minimum  of  42  degrees  June  3,  The  maximum  temperature  for  May 
was  broken  when  it  hit  100  degrees  on  May  28  which  is  an  all  time  high 
for  May  since  records  have  been  kept* 

The  readings  from  the  six  rain  gauges  soattered  orer  the  area 
were  taken  June  1  and  the  report  mailed  to  Museum  of  Northern  Arizona. 

Ins peot ions t  On  June  5  Naturalist  Dale  King  visited  the  area  and  went 
over  the  Nalakihu  and  Citadel  ruins  trail  and  other  problems.  Changes 
suggested  by  Mr,  Sing  were  oarried  out  with  the  Nalakihu  ruin  getting 
a  general  house  o leaning. 

General  Superintendent  John  *•  Davis  visited  the  area  June  19 
and  went  over  our  problems, 

Soads  and  Trails i  Some  olay  plating  was  done  between  the  Citadel  and 
ighway  89.  Most  of  the  work  this  month  has  been  in  the  oinder  area 
from  Sunset  Crater  to  about  6  miles  north.  This  stretch  has  never  been 
completely  covered  and  with  the  dry  weather  is  becoming  very  soft  and 
ears  are  beginning  to  get  stuck.  On  June  25  it  was  necessary  to  close 
the  road  one  way  from  Wupatki  to  Sunset  Crater.  It  is  still  open  on 
the  down  grade  from  the  Crater  to  Wupatki.  The  Crater  entrance  road  has 
been  bladed  several  times  during  the  month. 

Interpretive  Services*  At  Wupatki  1207  people  in  595  parties  were
